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It is our distinct pleasure to dedicate this edition of 
the Town Report to the Wells Clam Conservation Commission 
whose five members, Chairman Ray Thyng, Marshall Boston, Harold 
Bridges, Walter Shepard and Bob Pirozok, have worked so tire- 
lessly throughout the year to start to make our extensive clam 
flats as productive as they once were. For the second year 
in a row more than 60,000 green crabs were trapped and destroyed. 
Under the capable guidance of Bob Pirozok, some 300,000 clams 
were nurtured under controlled conditions and planted in the 
flats as a first step in the rejuvenation of a significant 
clam crop in Wells. The Commission is to be commended for 
getting our young people involved in the entire process. By 
so doing the Commission has generated an interest which hope- 
fully will insure that its efforts will be continued down 
through the years. 


Thanks for a job WELL DONE.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


As I'm sure each of you is aware, during 1985 Wells continued 

its exceedingly rapid growth with developers seemingly coming 

out of the woodwork to get their projects, primarily motel- 
condominium projects, underway. These projects, a relatively 

new concept in the area, are a matter of increasing concern 

among all of your municipal officials. Members of your Board 

of Selectmen, Planning Board and Site Review Board have all , 
worked diligently to strive to obtain some modicum of control 

over the apparently unbridled phenomenon that is taking place. 


Our battle with the State in an attempt to obtain the 
Forestry Building as an office to relieve the totally unsatis-— 
factory overcrowding problem with our Police Department was lost 
and has caused us to seek alternatives. The Capital Improvements 
Committee has recommended that the Town take immediate steps 
to construct a Police Building. This subject will be presented 
to the voters at the annual town meeting in March 1986 or at 
a subsequent time in the relatively near future. 


Another recommendation of the Capital Improvement Committee 
is for the establishment of a capital reserve account for the 
construction of sidewalks. Initially, the committee is recom- 
mending immediate construction of a sidewalk from Route #1 to 
the entrance to the High School. Subsequent plans are to be 
developed for the installation of sidewalks along Route #1, 

Mile Road, Eldredge Road, Furbush Road and Bourne Avenue. 


The Solid Waste Transfer Station and Recycling Facility 
became operative in June of 1985 and seems to be working 
fairly well at this point. I would point out that we are 
receiving as much solid waste now as we had projected for the 
year 1995. This would suggest that the Town is growing far more 
rapidly than anticipated and, indeed, is larger now than the 
Bureau of the Census figures would indicate. I have warned in 
the past, and will continue to do so, that the cost of disposal 
of solid waste is an extremely expensive proposition. We are 
striving to keep the cost as low as we possibly can, and your 
efforts in recycling can help in that endeavor. Last year the 
Town realized over $5,000 in revenues from your recycling 
effort. The acquisition of a wood chipper and of truck scales 
to be installed in the spring should significantly increase 
that revenue, but we need your continued, and thus far voluntary, 
cooperation. We are grateful to Bob Winn and his Industrial 
Arts students at Wells High School who have built a structure 
which will be placed adjacent to the current building and in 
which we will store our "Garage Sale'' items. We are seeking to 
prove the adage that one person's trash in another's treasure 
and, quite frankly, to profit from that. 


Officials of the Boston & Maine Railroad have assured me 
that they will be reconstructing the railroad crossing at 


Burnt Mill Road during the coming year. This should come as 
welcome news to those residents and school bus drivers who have 
been so frustrated by the problem with the current gate. During 
the same time the State should be constructing a new bridge on 
Route 109 replacing the current bridge over the railroad. 


The court battle over the public's right to use Moody Beach 
is continuing. Two counts which were resolved in the Town's (and 
the State's) favor are now being considered in the Law Court. 

The remaining counts will be brought before the Superior Court, 
probably in June. A look at the legal budget will quickly 
reveal that this has not been an inexpensive endeavor. 


1986 should see a new industry, NRG Barriers, locating in 
the Industrial Park and this should mean additional year round 
employment for some of our citizens. Also, Hannaford Brothers 
plans to construct a new Shop 'N Save supermarket and a shopping 
mall on Route One this year. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Selectmen for their unqualified support and to all of the 
Town employees, particularly to Marsha, Helen and Barbara, for 
their extraordinary efforts once again during this past year. 
Finally I wish to thank all of the citizens of Wells. It isa 
privilege to serve in this fine community.

The Town of Wells has had an exciting year with the Select- 
men being inundated with widespread concerns. The appointed 
Boards and Commissions have had an enormous amount of material 
to digest and have tried to proceed in a positive progressive 
direction. 


The dredging of Wells Harbor has been placed as priority 
number one on the Selectmen's priority list. A new mailing of 
liability waivers has been sent out to all affected property 
owners. While that has had some positive results, we are 
preparing, if necessary, to take some legal action to satisfy 
this prerequisite of the Army Corps of Engineers. 


The Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary project is proceeding 
on schedule. This will be a tourist/resident oriented facility 
which will be a source of pride for all who live and visit here. 


Growth of all kinds has been phenomenal! The Planning 
Board members have been exceptionally busy. They have plans 
in the near future to propose a Transfer of Development Rights 
Ordinance which would funnel growth to the center of town 
and help alleviate the taxes of landowners in outlying areas 
who wish to participate in the program. We'll be looking 
forward to the public hearings for more information. High on 
the priority list is a long overdue resolution of the problem of 
adequate housing for our police. A recommendation from the 
Selectmen concerning the possible location has not been 
finalized but we must come to grips with this decision soon. 


The Conservation Commission deserves kudos for their very 
active roll in screening industry comins in to the town and 
protecting that which is precious to us all. 


The Clam Commission has made great strides in returning that 
valuable resource to our town. The Selectmen enthusiastically 
support their volunteer efforts and their budget requests for 
the new year. 


The Town of Wells is at a point where we, like other 
municipalities, must occasionally decide upon short term solu- 
tions to long term problems. We try to be fair to all concerned 
but sometimes are forced to make controversial decisions con- 
cerning proposals what we feel are detrimental to the future 
of Wells. We do ask that residents take an active part in 
public hearings in order that we might have a broad concensus 
to help us with these decisions. We also feel that many 
problems do require the expertise, with the resultant expense, 
of professionals in a particular field. 


We hope that you continue to have faith in us as your 
representatives, and we look forward to responding to your 
trust and confidence in the coming year.

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BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


129. Change of name or address 


When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other process 
of law, or when he moves within a municipality, the following 
provisions apply. 


1. . Notice. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or addresses before the 
close of registrations prior to election day. 


2. Correction of name or address. The registrar shall 
correct the voter's name or address on the voting list, and he 
may then vote under his new name or in his new district on 
election day. 


A. In a municipality which has more than one voting district, 
if a voter has changed his address and votes absentee after 
the close of registration, he must send a written notice 

of his new address along with his absentee application 
notifying the board of registration of his new address. A 
certificate containing his name and new address shall be 
directed to the warden of his new voting place to be 
attached to the incoming voting list on election day. 


3. Failure to notify. If a voter fails to notify the 
registrar of his change of name or address before the close of 
registrations, he must appear before the registrar on election 
day and follow the procedure outlined in section 661, if he 
wishes to vote, unless the registrar has already made the correc- 
tion in following the procedure prescribed by section 128. 


4, Publication of substance. The registrar shall publish 
the substance of this section along with the notice required 
by section 125.

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SOLID WASTE TRANSFER STATION AND RECYCLING FACILITY 


In June 1985 the Town of Wells opened its Solid Waste and 
Recycling Center. Up to the end of December, we disposed of 
3,650 tons of rubbish. This was transferred into the town 
landfill using our own equipment. . 


The recycling center has generated money in the amounts 
of $1,680. from baling cardboard, newspaper and aluminum pro- 
ducts including non returnable cans, $1,925. from returnable 
bottles and cans. We also recycled 72 barrels of brown and 
white glass. The department's yard sale corner has realized 
$583. from the sale of small items. Waste oil is included 
in our recycling efforts. 


The town has purchased a second hand trailer into which 
goes all of the white goods for eventual recycling. 


To help us recycle goods we sell clear, large garbage 
bags at our facility. 


Also purchased for the facility has been a wood chipper 
to aid in recycling the brush pile. This has just arrived; 
and new truck scales will be installed, hopefully in April. 
The scales will help us know more accurately the volume and 
weight of the waste coming into our station. They will also 
help in making projections for waste disposal as the town grows. 


Future projections include the figure of 9545 tons of 
solid waste passing through our station by 1990. 


I would like to thank the Wells High School Industrial 
Arts class for constructing a yard sale building which will be 
in place at our site this spring. I also want to thank the 
members of the Solid Waste Committee and all who have been 
involved in seeing the Solid Waste Station plans come into 
reality. 


Last, but not least, I want to thank my full time crew 
and the seasonal employees who have worked so hard to make 
this a successful operation.

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WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Wells Public Library completed its seventh year of opera- 
tion as 1985 drew to a close. Use of the library continues to 
increase especially during the fall and winter months, previously 
the "quiet" time of year. While circulation remains highest 
during the months of July and August, circulation during the 
months of October and January - April is rapidly catching up. 
Concurrently these are the months during which the greatest number 
of new borrowers are being registered. 


In 1985 circulation reached a record high of 39,404 items 
including books, records, tapes, magazines and pamphlets. This 
was an increase of 7.6% over the 1984 circulation. The library 
issued 652 new cards, an increase of 10% over the number of cards 
issued in 1984. There are now 6888 registered borrowers. The 
library's collection was increased by 1674 new books and now 
totals 21,681 of which 54% are gifts or were purchased with gift 
monies given by members of the community. In addition 80 records 
and tapes were added to the non-print collection. 


The library offers a variety of services to the people of 
Wells. Producing quality photocopies is one of the most fre- 
quently used services. Nearly 10,000 copies were made, at a 
nominal fee, for the general public, a 79% increase over the 
number of copies made in 1984. Another service we offer is a 
Large Print collection of which many titles are loaned to us, on 
a rotating basis, by the Maine State Library. During 1985 our 
services to the visually impaired were expanded when we became 
a Talking Books Depository. We can now offer, on a limited basis, 
tapes, records and the necessary equipment that allow the visually 
impaired to continue the enjoyment of "reading" books and maga- 
zines. A more extensive Talking Books service is administered 
by the Portland Public Library. Those who would like to receive 
Talking Books on a regular basis may pick up an application at 
the Wells Public Library. Cooperative efforts among libraries, 
such as the Large Print and Talking Books services, made it 
possible for us to expand our collection and services. The 
Circuit Rider program, begun in July 1984, in cooperation with 
public and school libraries in Sanford, Saco and Biddeford, and 
the University of New England, continues to make it possible for 
us to borrow books and magazines from our neighboring libraries in 
just a few days. Through the Circuit Rider and the Inter-library 
loan service of the Maine Regional Library System we were able 
to borrow from other libraries 283 items, an 85% increase over 
1984. 


Children's programs this vear included the regular weekly 
pre-school storytimes on Wednesday mornings, special storytimes 
for area nursery school children and a summer reading program for 
the elementary school aged children, "Book Trek -- A reading Adven- 
ture.'' Twenty nine "trekkers" participated in the "Mission 
Accomplished" finale of their summer reading adventure. 
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The Friends of the Wells Public Library continues, as an 
active voluntary group, to support the library especially 
through their fund raising efforts. A Book and Bake Sale 
was held in June and the Second Annual Crafts Show and Sale 
was held at the Ward Gymnasium in late July. Many other 
members of the community also contributed their time and 
talents to the library in a variety of ways. During 1985 
thirty one dedicated volunteers donated a total of 1792 hours 
assisting the staff perform the many tasks of serving the 
public. The exterior trim of the library was repainted by 
an energetic volunteer. Several individuals and community 
groups loaned materials to the library for displays which 
included Traditional Rug Hooking, the Laudholm Trust and Wells 
National Estuarine Sanctuary, a set of Marquis de Lafayette 
historical commemorative plates, Sabastian figurines of 
Charles Dickens and Mark Twain characters and personal safety 
posters created by third and fourth grade students at the 
Wells Elementary School. In the spring the members of Brownie 
Troop 75 planted flowers in the beds in front of the library 
which are tended by the friends during the summer months. 

The library was also used by the Adult Basic Education class 
and as a place for a VITA volunteer to offer tax assistance 
during the tax season. 


The Wells Public Library was the recipient during 1985 
of several special gifts. Those who visit the library 
frequently have heard the lovely chiming grandfather clock 
built by a member of the Hill family of Wells, circa 1750. 
The clock was part of a gift which also included a sampler 
wrought by Hannah A. Hill in 1827 and a Bragdon family bible. 
In the fall the library was awarded a sixty volume set of 
the Library of America thanks to the Wlls-Ogunquit Rotary 
Club whose generous support matched a grant of the Andrew W. 
Mellon Foundation. 


In April we celebrated National Library Week with the 
theme "A Nation of Readers", a reminder that books and reading 
are necessary to develop a citizenry qualified to live in 
and contribute to a democratic society. The Wells Public 
Library offers all of the people of Wells an opportunity 
to be part of our Nation of Readers. We invite you to join 
the library. And to those of you who have so generously 
supported the library during 1985, the Board of Directors 
wishes to extend their heartfelt thanks. The continued 
growth of the library would not be possible without the 
support of the people of Wells.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


More officers took advantage of training in 1985 than in any 
previous year. The major areas of training were Accident Recon- 
struction, Juvenile Officers Course, Sex Abuse and Police Officer 
Survival. 


Equipment purchases included a mini-computer for use by our 
Accident Reconstruction Officers, the installation of a tele 
type system, OUI Pre-test kits, PR-24's for qualified officers 
and pagers for detectives and youth officer. 


On April 29, 1985 the Wells Dispatch Service was placed in 
operation, located within the Police Department. This necessi- 
tated the purchase of a typewriter, table and chair and rearrange- 
ment of the office in order to fit this equipment and furnish 
working room in an already over-crowded office. 


During the year continued efforts were made by the Town 
Manager and Representative Alberta Wentworth to acquire the old 
State Police Barracks for the Town of Wells Police Department, 
culminated by an appeal to the Governor. All hopes ended on 
December 23rd when the State of Maine sold the building at 
auction. 


Unique to our regular duties, 1985 found Wells Police 
Officers at sea assisting in several rescues and in a high speed 


boat chase, 


Regular and Reserve Officers again volunteered their time 
to participate in the Special Olympics Run, to assist in the 
Road Races held by the Recreation Department and in the Christmas 
Parade. 93 children were fingerprinted by volunteer police 
officers in cooperation with, and at, McDonald's. 


On September 3rd the position of Youth Officer was created 
within the Department. In the four months since its existence 
Officer Ruth Berg has completed several public service projects 
including the fingerprinting of children, Halloween Safety Tips 
for Kindergarten through Grade 5 and at area Day Care Centers, 
Safety classes in the Elementary School Grades 3 through 5, 

Girl Scouts and pre-schoolers. Many more projects are in the 
planning stage for the coming months. The Youth Officer not 
only handles all juvenile cases but investigates all child abuse 
and sex abuse cases as well. For this, Ruth is well qualified 
by prior education and training and the seven schools and 
seminars attended as a member of this department and is certified 
by the District Attorney as a sexual abuse investigator. Ruth 
serves as a member of the York County Child Abuse and Neglect, 
Multi-Disciplinary Team and as a member of York and Cumberland 
Counties Juvenile Advisory Board and she has been a speaker on 
Child Abuse at the University of Southern Maine. 
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Major cases investigated by members of the Department 
included two fatal motor vehicle accidents, murder, robbery, 
sexual abuse, felony thefts, fugitives from justice, forgeries, 
auto thefts and burglary, which continue to plague us. Hope- 
fully the continuance of the Youth Officer's position and the 
addition of more officers to patrol this constantly growing town 
will help to prevent and resolve many of these crimes. 


Statistically, there were reported 104 burglaries, 256 
thefts including motor vehicles, 387 motor vehicle accidents, 
41 assaults and 3322 other incidents requiring police action. 
All these resulted in 960 charges being brought against individ- 
uals.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


1985 was a very busy year and, as usual, many jobs were 
accomplished which were neither budgeted for nor planned. 
The rapid growth of our Town is a big concern of many of our 
citizens as well as of Town officials who are struggling to 
get a handle on the situation. 


The following roads were skimmed and paved during the 
past year: Ocean Avenue 6850', Eldridge Road 3550", Furbush 
Road 4250', Canterbury Manor 7000', Candlewood Drive 1850', 
Ponderosa Drive 900', Settlers Retreat 1500' and Minuteman Drive 
L740". 


The Highway Department purchased a new FR12 Fiatallis 
front end loader to replace a 1972 Michigan loader. Incident- 
ally, the trade-in value of the Michigan was nearly as great 
as its original purchase in 1972. 


The Highway Crew spent many, many hours working to close 
out Phase 2 of our current landfill. The remainder of the 
landfill is to be completely closed in 1986, depending on the 
commencement of operations of the Maine Energy Recovery 
Company's resource recovery plant in Biddeford. The crew 
worked late in the fall on this project. Fortunately, Tilcon- 
Maine paving came to our rescue by donating our winter sand 
supply which we were able to take from their stockpile. We 
are most appreciative to Tilcon General Manager, Dick Johnson, 
for this generous gift. 


In the relatively near future we, along with all other 
municipalities, will be mandated by the Legislature to construct 
storage buildings for our winter salt and sand. The saving 
grace in this mandate is that the State will pay for one half 
of the construction cost. 


The members of the Highway Deparement deserve a pat on 
the back for the many projects that they completed and for the 
long hours which they put in in an effort to insure the safety 
of Wells' citizens. Again, I would like to express my apprecia- 
tion to the Town Officials for their support. A very special 
thank you goes to the office staff whose extra work helps 
keep our wheels turning. Your efforts are very much appreciated.

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HIGHPINE FIRE ASSOCIATION 


1985 will be noted as a turning point in the history of the 
Highpine Fire Association. As we completed our 40th year of 
service, new and progressive strategies were incorporated into 
our organization. These strategies call for "Pushing the Limits 
of Tradition" and have given us a strong new base for providing 
future emergency services. 


In March, with the support of the people of Wells, we were 
authorized to purchase a new "Class A" fire truck to provide 
coverage for the town. Our new engine, a 1985 attack pumper, was 
delivered by Emergency I in July. 


We also received our first allotment of new turnout gear 
for providing protection for our people. We are greatly indebted 
to the women of our auxiliary for their matching funds donation 
to help outfit our members. Without their concern and efforts, 
we could not have provided protective clothing for our members. 


A major change in our association took place early in the 
year when four female firefighters were added to our roles. These 
additions will greatly increase our support capabilities, specif- 
ically during the work week. We have also instituted a Jr. Fire- 
fighter program in hopes of meeting future fire service needs. 


Our emergency responses have risen again, specifically in the 
area of first response medical calls. Total responses for the 
year will be around 125. Hurricane Gloria also created a new 
and potentially taxing need as we had to man the station for a 
thirty hour period due to power outages and blocked roads. During 
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the year members gave over 2500 hours of their time to meet the 
emergency responses, training and building/apparatus maintenance 
needs of the district. 


We are looking forward once again to providing another vear 
of service to the community and wish to express our sincerest 
thanks to the people, Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, Women's 
Auxiliary and our families for their continued support.

Although we escaped the twelve months of 1985 without a 
serious structure fire in Wells Branch we did have several 
woods fires, one of which burned several acres of prime wood- 
land and required the assistance of all Wells fire departments 
plus help from neighboring towns and a State forestry helicopter 
before the blaze was brought under control.

“I think this has to do in part with 
continued training and also with better protective clothing 
for our firemen. 
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Training has become a big part of the Welle Branch Firemen's 
Associations activities. Even though training is one of the 
best tools a fireman can be equipped with, it can also be one 
of the least expensive. For example a forest fire training 
program put on by the Maine State Forestry Department will 
be given to all four Wells fire departments in early 1986 at 
no cost to the town.

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REPORT OF THE PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


1985 was a progressive year for the Wells Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department, as programs were expanded, modified or added and 
as the physical properties under the management of this depart- 
ment underwent major rehabilitation and beautification. 


PROGRAMS 

Though summer is unually considered the busiest time of the 
year, Winter '85 included program offerings that tempted many 
people of different ages and different interests. For the 
recreational sports enthusiasts, there were Adult Basketball, 
Adult Volleyball and Youth Basketball in which 137 young people 
participated for twelve weeks at Ward Gym on Saturday mornings. 
A special addition to Adult Basketball was a double-elimination 
mini-tournament that saw five teams vying for the championship. 
For outdoor enthusiasts, we were blessed with snow and generous 
contributions and held our second Community Cross-Country Ski 
for about 350 people last January. This event gained national 
recognition for the Town of Wells as it was reported on in the 
August issue of Parks and Recreation, the professional publica- 
tion for the National Recreation and Parks Association. For 
those recreators with more interest in other areas we provided 
Line Dancing and a trip to the Ice Capades. 


Spring saw your traditional activities such as Babe Ruth 
Baseball. However, the department attempted some other activi- 
ties, both in cooperation with other leisure providers and on 
its own. In cooperation with the Junior High Physical Educa- 
tion Department, there was Jump Rope for Heart to benefit the 
American Heart Association, and in preparation for the new 
hunting regulation that requires new liscensees to take a 
certified safety course, there was a Hunter Safety Course 
offered. An attempt was made to start a junior high outdoor 
club, entitled OLAC or Outdoor Leadership and Adventure Club, 
but that fizzled out after some meetings and a one day outing 
and work session during spring break. The Recreation Commission 
held a dinner dance at Clay Hill Farm where our Town Manager won 
the top door prize of a tennis key pass. 


Summer saw major changes in the summer recreation program, 
as it became Wells Day Camp, which offered youth entering 
grades 1 - 6, an opportunity to join a counselor and other 
campers for such theme weeks as "A Whale of Good Time", "Keep 
on Truckin" and "Survival". A special sports week that allowed 
youngsters to concentrate on their favorite sport, included 
soccer, basketball and tennis. 126 Wells youth participated in 
this camp with many children coming for several weeks. One of 
the highlights from the summer was the Cable 12 airing of a 
video made by one of the groups of Day Camp children. Besides 
the casual use of the town facilities by adults, we also 
offered tennis lessons. The summer ended with the revival of 
the Wells Beach 10K and Walter Marsh 15K road races. Almost 
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100 runners participated in this two day event. Much of its 
success may be attributed to the effort of over 30 volunteers 
and to the contributions of many area merchants. 


During the fall, there was an increased use of the Route 9A 
facilities, as new and revised programs were offered there. A 
new youth soccer program was begun, with almost 100 children 
registering. Flag football was attempted again and though there 
were only four teams, they managed to have a good time. A new 
Log Cabin Building program was offered that allowed youth to work 
with hand tools and to continue work on a cabin that was begun 
during Day Camp. October brought the Annual Halloween party 
where over 500 youths and around 50 volunteers participated in 
an evening of games, refreshments, costumes and a haunted 
house. The department got into the Christmas spirit in December 
as they hooked up with Santa Claus for the "North Pole Connection" 
and had the Commissioners working on a float for the Chamber of 
Commerce's Christmas parade. 


PARK MAINTENANCE & FACILITIES 


The Town park facilities continue to be well maintained, 
predominately because of the efforts of Alton Bryant and 
Fred Key, the two Green Thumb program workers for the department. 
Green Thumb is a federally sponsored program that allows 
employment for low income senior citizens in public service. 
These two workers were specially recognized in September as they 
were chosen New England's Green Thumbers of the Month from a 
field of over 70 nominees. 


This was the year for major renovations of existing 
facilities, including a $6500 maintenance project on the tennis 
and basketball courts, a new look for the Mile Road Playground 
with repainting of all equipment and the replacement of 
broken and missing parts and the start on the rebuilding of the 
Parcourse Fitness course at the Walter Marsh Recreation Area. 


The facilities continue to be plagued with bouts of 
vandalism and misuse, in particular, the theft of basketball 
hoops, the knocking down of fencing and the tearing up of 
trails and fields by ATV's, Snowmobiles and the 4-Wheel drive 
vehicles. There was also natural damage done by Hurricane 
Gloria who felled about a dozen trees during her visit. 


The Recreation Commission tegan work on facility use 
policies, including an attempt to restrict trail use to pedestrian 
and maintenance traffic and to ban hunting, an activity that 
conflicts with other recreational uses of the area. The 
members have also been working towards mutual use agreements 
with the school and other local organizations in the hope of 
having more and better recreational opportunities for Wells. 


Work continues on the dream of having a multi-purpose ball- 


field complex at the Walter Marsh Recreation Area, with plans being 
developed and fund raising alternatives being explored. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE 


The Wells Recreation Commission has seen a couple of new 
members and the resignation of its secretary during the year. 
This board has been the driving force of the department by provid- 
ing advisory, policy and volunteer benefits to the Town and 
the department. There are currently two openings on the board 
that hopefully will be filled early in 1986. 

The department has also continued to utilize volunteers to 
run most of its programs and appreciates their efforts which 
have allowed us to accomplish so much of what has been mentioned 
above. A number of paid coordinators and instructors have been 
hired to organize specific programs with the director. Most 
of these people have come from the volunteer ranks of the depart- 
ment. 


1985 has been an active and progressive year for the Parks 

and Recreation Department and we are looking forward to continuing 
our services in 1986. We wish to thank the numerous volunteers 
and contributors and especially our participants, who made this 
year a success in providing leisure services to the Town of Wells.

It must be clear to all who live in and visit Wells that 
1985 was a very busy year. The development boom is continuing. 
Permits were written for one hundred sixty tw (162) new dwelling 
units during the year. There were sixteen (16) new commercial 
projects begun in Town during the year including a large number 
of motel suite projects. There were, in addition, many expan- 
sions, garages and other similar projects. 


Four hundred seventy one (471) building permits, and three 
hundred sixty six (366) plumbing permits were issued in 1985. 


The applicants estimation of the value of the work permitted 
was $21,125,100.00. The total revenue from permit fees was 
$55,760.00. 


Although the office is generally filled with applicants for 
permits or presentations to reviewing boards, we would urge any 
citizen who may have a question or concern about your Zoning 
Ordinances. to call .or,come by the office. Your input is an 
important factor in implementing the Town's land use regulation. 


Judy and I would like to thank all those who have helped in 
making our work a little easier, and a special thank you to the 
Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen for their support.

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SITE REVIEW BOARD 


The Wells Site Review Board reviews applications for new 
or changed uses involving commercial, industrial, recreational 
and multiunit dwellings. 


The Board was almost overwhelmed this past year by applica- 
tions for new motel rooms, most of which are planned to be | 
turned into condominium units. More than 1000 units were 
~roposed last year, for new projects as well as additions. We 
are concerned about the possibility that these units may be 
converted into year round residences, and are not convinced 
that present ordinances give the Board the power it needs to 
set proper restrictions (and provide for proper enforcement 
of them). ; . 


There were many other commercial projects which came before 
the Board in 1985 reflecting a general surge in business 
activity in Wells. TheSite Review Board, like other boards in 
town, has less leeway than the general public believes, in deny- 
ing or modifying projects which the Board feels are detrimental 
to the Town. In particular, The Board cannot effectively deny 
a particular application because of its effect, in conjunction 
with other new projects, on traffic and other public services. 
Cumulative impact is an area that will have to be treated by 
new ordinance provisions. 


In addition, we believe that our present Site Review 
Ordinance does not have performance standards which are 
specific enough to properly regulate development. We hope 
to be making proposals to correct this and submit them to 
the Planning Board for their consideration. 


The Site Review Board will be spending more time this 
coming year overhauling its way of doing business, and making 
proposals for dealing with our unprecedented growth. 


Finally, we feel that we have been well served by our 
Code Enforcement Officer, Dan Soule, who has done an outstanding 
job this year under trying circumstances. He deserves more 
help in the difficult job of enforcement of our ordinances.

The Committee is pleased to report that some of the Wells 
flats were open for digging in the Spring of March 1985. A total 
of 284 Wells resident licenses were sold. The yield of clams 
was as follows:

The Committee is continuing its efforts to bring the green 
crab under control.

The Committee introduced a seed clam rearing program at 
the harbor this past year. With help from the Darling Institute, 
the Committee raised and seeded 300,000 clams in 1985. It 
is the Committee's hope that a Clam Marine Biology course may 
be introduced at the Junior High and High School level this 
coming year. The Committee feels that the Town should set 
aside a piece of land and a building at the Harbor for this 
program in the future years. 


The Little River clam flats were brought under the super- 
vision and control of the Clam Commission this past year. 


We would like especially to thank the Wells Harbormaster 
for the help and cooperation he has given the Clam Commission 
this past year.

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YORK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICES 


York County Health Services is a non-profit organization 
offering home and community care in York County. Our staff 
includes nurses, physical and occupational therapists, nurse's 
aides, a social services director and private duty long term 
care personnel. Home care services are coordinated with the 
client's physician. Included in the category of home care 
is care of sick and disabled people, health promotion and 
teaching visits for families with children, including prenatal 
and postpartum nursing visits. Well child clinics enable 
parents and children to have access to economical immunizations, 
physical examinations, health screening and education. Adult 
clinics provide blood pressure monitoring, footcare, flu vaccine 
administration and health counseling. 


Periodic classes and support groups address areas 
such as diabetes, parenting, bereavement etc. 


During the past year 358 residents of Wells received a 
total of 2395 visits by York County Health Services' staff. 


Most of our revenue is derived from payment for services 
rendered. The money we are requesting from your town will 
be used to assist residents in your community who are unable 
to pay for the full cost of care. Your continued assistance 
will insure that our services are available to all Wells 
residents.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission has investigated commercial 
proposals that would have had significant environmental impacts, 
such as the proposals of NRG Barriers, Tilcon of Maine and 
Ocean 18, bv holding public hearings and by performing techni- 
cal research. 


Ground water in the Town has been a major concern as the 
Commission has cooperated with several regional groups to 
study means of protecting sources of well water and public 
water supplies. 


To help protect forest and water resources, the Commission 
has studied ways to preserve Town farmland and has suggested 
additional resource protection zones for inclusion in the 
zoning map. 


Also, we have taken the first steps to manage the generous 
gift of land donated by Mr. Maurice Fenderson of Horace Mills 
Road, to whom the Commission, on behalf of the Town, extends 
heartfelt thanks. The land which is extremely valuable for 
its aquifer provides a rich habitat for deer, moose, beaver, 
muskrat and a wide variety of mammals and birds. 


Management for wildlife as well as timber will be planned 
by Commissioner Martin Morse, who, we are proud to announce, 
has been selected "Tree Farmer of the Year" for New England by 
the American Tree Farm System. 


The Commission encourages townspeople to tell us their 
concerns about the environment. We especially invite you to 
help with any Commission project that interests you. In the 
coming year we will be continuing to create an inventory of 
ecologically significant lands and to acquire land or easements 
on land that support traditional outdoor recreation such as 
hiking, fishing, hunting, birding. skiing and snowshoeing. 


Other projects for the coming year include creation of 
bike paths, control of hazardous materials, planting of trees 
and support of wildlife habitat.

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PLANNING BOARD 


It has been another very busy year for the Planning Board 
necessitating extra meetings that run longer than desirable. 


For the first time in several years we got subdivision 
plans for rural areas. These stopped several years ago when 
the lot area in subdivisions was increased from one to two and 
a half acres. Clearly the large lot size is no longer a deterrent 
to development. One of the proposals is on the Sanford line 
meaning a longer route for school buses. In an effort to 
create an alternative to developments like this that ultimately 
cost all of us money in taxes to provide services, we have been 
working on an ordinance that would make it possible to transfer 
the development to areas closer to town services. This ordinance 
titled "Transfer of Development Rights" will not be ready for 
the March Town Meeting, but we hope to have it ready soon after- 
ward. 


We have put considerable effort into revisions to our Growth 
Ordinance and the section on Signs in the Zoning Ordinance 
which will be on the March ballot. We feel that both revisions 
are considerable improvements over the existing ordinances. 


At the end of the year we were given a copy of an ordinance 
designed to protect the watershed of Branch Brook which provides 
most of the water for the Kennebunk-Kennebunkport and Wells 
Water District. It will effect a large part of the Branch 
and Highpine and will get careful consideration in 1986. 


The largest residential development ever proposed in Wells 
was approved. ‘Ocean 18'' is the name of an 18 hole golf course 
with 350 condominium units scattered around it. 


An ongoing concern of the Board is the proliferation of 
extremely large motel units. In most instances the motels 
that are being built today have two bedrooms and a kitchen. 
Some even have living rooms. We continue to feel that these 
look more like apartments than motels, but they have been 
approved as motels and they must, in the Planning Board's 
opinion, be operated as motels. To be used as dwelling units 
they would have to come before the Planning Board and gain 
subdivision approval. The Planning Board's approval is unlikely 
because the number of units per acre exceeds our ordinance 
requirements in most cases. 


The Planning Board meets at 7:00 PM the second and fourth 
Mondays of each month in the downstairs meeting room at Town 
Hall. We encourage attendance by citizens with an interest in 
the town and welcome their input.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS COMMITTEE 


The Capital Improvements Committee has been meeting on the 
third Thursday of each month. Because this committee is new, 
we were able to establish procedures and goals without regard 
to any prior organizational format. Basically, we decided that 
we are a "think tank". We listen to the perceived needs of 
the townspeople and then co-ordinate these needs into a compre- 
hensive plan of development. 

To facilitate the accumulation of information, we invited 
individual department heads to attend a meeting. These people 
were encouraged to plan out five to ten years and tell us their 
needs over this time span. Committee members, as well, were 
encouraged to come up with perceived needs, due to growth. 

Some items were based on substantiated fact and others on "what 

if" analysis with regard to population growth in Wells. For 

the most part, those who attended our meetings were new at 

such analysis. However, all our guests managed to withstand 

our questions and present a basic outline of needs/growth expec- 
tations. Some of the interviews indicated long overdue changes 

needed. The following is a list of subjects we have discussed, 

some in depth, some only in passing: 


Public Safety Building 

Traffic Congestion on Route 1 

Commercial Realty Development 

Industrial Development 

Sidewalks 

Street Lights 

Fire Service 

Police Service 

Purchase of Real Property for Future Town Needs 
School Buildings Including Administration 
Satellite Schools 


We have recommended action on a police station and sidewalk 
construction. Now, we are looking into available property along 
Route 1 and adjacent to the railroad tracks, near the town dump. 


A request has been made for us to work with the Town Planning 
Board and the S.M.R.P.C.. 


Future projects may result as we assume responsibility 
for more of Route 1 and we expand our residential and commercial 
base. 


The committee encourages members of the community, as well 
as department heads, to come to our meetings. It is important 
to the planned growth of Wells that we have as much input as 


possible.

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LAUDHOLM TRUST 


In 1985 once again the majority of our funds went toward 
the purchase of the property. With the first 150 acres purchased 
in 1984, we have made $120,000 in payments on the rest of the 
land and the buildings. The purchase will be completed on 
April 24, 1986. 


Access to the property has been limited to one tour a 
week, on Wednesdays. After April 24th, access will be controlled 
by the Sanctuary Manager. His best estimate at the time this 
was written is that the Sanctuary will be open by appointment 
only until May 23rd. After that time there will be regularly 
scheduled times when the trails will be open —- probably 
Wednesday through Sunday from 8:00 AM to noon and 5:00 to 
7:00 PM. Nearly 1,000 people took tours of the farm and estuary 
last year, including two bus loads of people on a field trip 
from a national conference on wetlands and several school 
groups and clubs. We also participated in Coast Week, hosting 
a talk by Austin Williams, Estuarine Researcher with the 
Smithsonian Institute. 


A visitor center, at our office 1/4 mile down Laudholm 
Farm Road on the left, was established with some modest dis- 
plays and a small store. A parking area was provided this fall 
as a generous donation by Tilcon-Maine. (They have also pledged 
to construct the parking area for the Sanctuary next summer.) 


Two trails, starting at the visitor center, have been 
cleared. There are no trail markers yet and some wet areas 
will need some work before the trails can be open permanently. 
Check with the Trust before taking the trails. 


While most of our fundraising effort was directed toward 
acquisition, we are also looking toward the future. Trail 
construction was made possible through a $20,000 grant from 
the Laird-Norton Foundation. We also received two grants to 
begin an endowment for educational programs - $25,000 from the 
Christian Johnson Endeavor Foundation, and $2,100 from one of 
our trustees, Doris Adams. She has set up two endowment funds: 
one in the name of Lynn Hendricks, the Trust's Administrative 
Coordinator, and the other in my name. It is her hope that 
others will add to these funds "as an expression of admiration 
for the work they have both done". 


This will be the last report to the Town from Laudholm Trust. 
Next year the report will be titled "Wells National Estuarine 
Sanctuary" and will be written by Steve Meyer, our firstSanctuary 
Manager. Steve is a Town employee, paid with funds from the 
federal grant and the Trust. He began work January 6th. 


Some people have asked about the construction of some new 
homes on Laudholm Farm Road.

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CABLEVISION REGULATORY COMMISSION 


As this report is being written, New England Cablevision has 
nearly completed its second full year of service. The commission 
recognizes that the N.E.C. has become more of a professional 
operation and has been responsive to the commission's concerns. 


As stated in last year's annual report, the Maine State: 
legislature levied a 5% sales tax on all cable services other 
than the budget level. Last April the N.E.C. petitioned the 
commission for their first rate increase since N.E.C.'s initial 
proposal in 1981. This increase is attributed to the following: 
operating expenses, including wages, taxes and billing, mainten- 
ance costs and an 11.8% increase in copyright fees. The com- 
mission acknowledged that subscribers would demand accountability 
for such a large increase, and justifiably so. The commission 
enlisted the aid of two accountants, and after several meetings, 
reviewed N.E.C. financial statements along with rate increase 
proposals. They then agreed with most of the factors Moses 
the proposed rate increases.

The commission feels that N.E.C. offers an exceptional channel 
lineup with quality pictures and good service, and a strong 
commitment to expand service in each town each year. The 
commission is satisfied with N.E.C.'s efforts to improve in 
responding to subscriber's complaints and public relations at 
the main office in Moody, Maine.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees of the Wells Sanitary 
District present their annual report to the District's customers 
and the taxpayers of Wells. 


During the past year the Board saw the completion of the 
John Street sewer project. This project entailed the installa- 
tionof approximately five hundred feet of sewer line with 
appurtenances. The contractor was the R. J. Grondin Company 
of Gorham. The cost of the project was $19,643. The project 
was paid for by John Street residents using the assessment 
method. This method assesses each John Street property 
owner an installation charge based on the amount of Linear 
frontage each resident owns abutting the new sewer line. This 
project has resulted in substantial improvement to the John 
Street resident's property at a modest cost, with no cost to 
the District's customers. It should be noted that the Maynard 
Street residents have also chosen to have a sewer line installed 
using the same method. 


In the spring, the District applied for and received 
approval from the State, to land spread sludge on two local 
area hay fields. This program has been beneficial to both 
the District and the landowner. The landowner receives a 
valuable soil conditioner and the District disposes of its 
excess sludge at a very reasonable cost. If any landowners 
would like to be involved in the District's sludge disposal 
program, they are invited to contact the District office. 


In June, the District purchased a computer system. The 
system that was chosen presently allows the District staff to 
do its own in-house sewer billing, accounting, and word process-— 
ing. This system has capacity to also provide space for the 
District's operators to store their daily laboratory analyses 
as well as inventory of the wastewater treatment plant's spare 
parts. 


Throughout the entire year a substantial amount of the 
Trustee's time was consumed by meetings with developers to 
discuss the impact that their developments would have on the 
District's system. The bard has taken great care to stay 
abreast of this unprecedented growth within the District's 
service area. The Board requires every developer to estimate 
the amount of wastewater that will be generated by their 
proposed development. With this knowledge, the Trustees can 
plan for the future growth of the wastewater treatment plant. 


The Trustees retained the engineering firm of Jones and 
Beach to design a sludge dewatering system for the plant. The 
key component of the system is a sludge filter press which will 
separate excess water from the sludge. This will result in a 
60 percent reduction in the liquid sludge that the District 
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will have to transport to its approved disposal site. This 
system will also increase the treatment plant's wintertime 
sludge capability by 300 percent. 


The Trustees have also retained Jones & Beach Engineers 
to determine the most cost effective approach to increasing 
the design capacity of the treatment plant. This is in antici- 
pation of the time when the future growth of the area requires 
an expansion of the treatment plant. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to publicly congratulate 
the Superintendent and the employees of the Wells Sanitary 
District for their diligent effort in finding and implementing 
cost-saving measures in the operation of the District. Their 
effort is a major reason the Trustees have been able to pre- 
vent a sewer rate increase for the past three years. 


The Board of Trustees held 12 regular meetings and 2 
special meetings in 1985. The Board's meetings are slated 
in advance and the public is invited to attend.

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KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT AND WELLS WATER DISTRICT 


The Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells Water District was 
established in 1921 by an act of the Maine State Legislature. 
The District serves an area which includes the Towns of Kennebunk, 
Kennebunkport, Wells, Ogunquit, small portions of Arundel, 
Biddeford (Biddeford Pool) and York and is directed by a four 
member Board of Trustees, each elected from the Town of Kennebunk, 
Kennebunkport, Ogunquit and Wells. 


As predicted in 1984, the demand for water has continued 
to grow and in 1985 a new record was set. The daily water 
consumption of 4,600,000 gallons set on July 20th exceeded 
the old record set in 1983 by 300,000 gallons. 


The District began work on the Phase II construction pro- 
gram by installing a section of 16" transmission main on Route 
One in Ogunquit, connecting the Shore Road with the Berwick 
Heights Road. In addition, Water District personnel replaced 
a section of approximately 1,500 feet of 10" with 16" water 
main on Route 35 in Kennebunk north of the Landing Road. The 
existing 10", installed around 1910, was in poor condition 
and the new main improved the transmission of water to Kennebunk 
Lower Village, Kennebunk Beach, Kennebunkport and eventually 
to Biddeford Pool. 


In 1983, approximately 11,000 feet of 20'"' main was 
installed along Route One in Wells. This improvement in the 
transmission of water proved invaluable during the record high 
demand period in July of 1985, 


The District has been working diligently to improve water 
quality. In addition to installing new equipment to improve 
processing accuracy, several refinements have been made to 
the overall treatment process. Laboratory test results have 
confirmed that water quality has improved. Other changes 
at the Treatment Plant included the installation of two new 
high efficiency pumps to reduce electrical power costs. 


A comprehensive groundwater protection program for the 
Branch Brook Aquifer is well underway. 


This project is designed to accomplish the following: 
1. Identify the limits (boundaries) of the aquifer. 


2. Inventory the present zoning and land use ordinances 
that are now in effect for those aquifer areas. 


3. Draft model protective land use and zoning ordinances 
to be presented to each community for consideration. 
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It is expected that the proposed land use regulations and 
zoning ordinances will be ready for town meetings in the spring 
of 1986. 


Protection of the water source will assure a safe supply 
for future generations. 


The District's new computer system designed to handle 
billing as well as perform a variety of other useful tasks 
will be on line sometime in February of 1986. This will 
provide the District and its customers with a more efficient 
and effective statistical and financial management system. 


The District has been forced to make costly improvements 
to its water system to handle the increasing demand for water 
due to growth related developments. Since current water 
rates will not finance these capital improvement projects, 
the District would be forced to raise rates to finance the 
debt incurred. The Trustees have voted to proceed with a two 
part proposal for reducing this financial burden placed on 
its present customers. 


Legislation has been drafted to allow for the establishment 
of a system development charge for all new customers and those 
existing customers who expand their facilities. Also, the 
District has made a recommendation to the Maine Public Utilities 
Commission to allow for a reduction in the investment, or 
refund, that is presently required for new main extensions. 


Both of these proposals, if approved, will significantly 
reduce the need for future rate increases. 


The Trustees appreciate the continuing support and coopera- 
tion of its customers, State and municipal officials, contractors, 
plumbers and employees of the District.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A 


summary of significant accounting policies employed in the 


preparation of the financial statements follows: 


A. 


Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds or 


group of accounts described below, each of which is deemed to 
be a separate accounting entity. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for deliv- 
ery of services traditionally provided by a municipal govern- 
ment, which are not accounted for in other funds, are account- 
ed for in the General Fund. These services include, among 
other things, general government, public safety, highways and 
streets, public works, education and recreation. 


Capital Project Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of major capital 
facilities are accounted for in the Capital Project Fund. 
Such resources are derived principally from proceeds of gen- 
eral obligation bond issues and from federal and state grants. 


Special Revenue Funds 


Special Revenue Funds are used to account for Federal Revenue 
Sharing and funds appropriated from the General Fund restrict- 
ed to expenditure for specified purposes. 


Trust Fund 


Restricted funds for which the Town has a fiduciary responsi- 
bility are accounted for in the Trust Fund. 


Long-Term Liabilities 


Long-term liabilities expected to be repaid from governmental 
funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account 
Group, not in the governmental funds. An account group is not 
a "fund." It is concerned only with the measurement of finan- 
cial position and not with measurement of results of opera- 
tions.

Basis of Accounting 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are account- 
ed for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. MTheir 
revenues are recognized when they become measurable and avail- 
able to meet expenditures. Taxpayer-assessed income and gross 
receipts are considered "measurable" when in the hands of the 
Town and are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Deferred property tax revenue represents unpaid taxes. and 
related liens collected sixty-one or more days after year end. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is 
incurred, except for principal and interest on general long- 
term debt which is recognized when due. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when purchased 
and inventory is not reflected in the financial statements. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost. 


E. Municipal Pension Plan 


All Town employees are covered by the Maine State Retirement 
System. Pension costs to the Town are actuarially determined 
by \the state. Prior service costs are being amortized over 
fifteen years. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted 


for in the General Fund and are controlled-.by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements.

Note | = Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under the 
Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating a 
system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. A certif- 
icate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine 
Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time director and 
five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. 
Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and became fully operational 
during December, 1979. Final construction work was completed early in 1982. The 
following is an estimate of the total project cost, including construction and 
organization, and participation by governmental agencies:

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will depend upon their final 
approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of $2,910,000 
through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share of the required funds as 
estimated at that time. During April 1981 the District issued bonds in the 
amount of $1,182,000 to the Farmers! Home Administration to finance the remainder 
of the local share.

Note 2 = Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
improvements are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight line basis over a ten year period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in Aprils 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight line basis over the 
40 year term of the bonds. 


Contributions in Aid of Construction - Customers pay for a portion of 
special facilities constructed for their use. The entire cost of the 
project is recorded in the property accounts, and the payments received 
from customers are recorded in the contributions account.

Note 3 - Bonds Payable

Note 4 = Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1985 there were claims and disputed items in connection with the 
construction project; the District has filed cross=-claims against other parties 
on these matters. In the opinion of legal counsel any potential liability to the 
District should be recoverable from the other parties and there would be no 
significant effect on the financial position of the District. 


Note 5 = Retirement Plan 
The District has a non-contributory pension plan coverning all full-time 
employees who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by 


insurance contracts. The cost to the District was $7,046 in 1985 and $4,660 in 
1984, 


Note 6 - FmHA Reserve 
Pursuant to the FmHA bond issue of Aprils 1981, the District is required to set 


aside $6,947 annually until a reserve of $69,467 is established. Amounts set 
aside in this reserve fund are treated as an appropriation of retained earnings.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


We have certainly seen no diminution in the growth of the 
Town during 1986 nor can we expect the situation to change 
dramatically in the foreseeable future. The result, quite 
obviously, is an increased demand for municipal services with 
the costs related thereto being borne by the taxpayer. The loss 
of Federal Revenue Sharing, while not affecting Wells as severly 
as it has many other communities, has had an impact nonetheless. 
Because of our increased valuation, the State subsidy for educa- 
tion has been reduced to the point where it is relatively negli- 
gible. Efforts are being made by the Maine Municipal Association 
to introduce property tax reform legislation in order to reduce 
the burden on the individual tax payer. As of this writing, 
however, no one knows how the legislature will react to the 
proposal. 


We have seen a number of new faces in your local government 
in 1986. In March we welcomed two new Selectmen, Wayne Chase 
and Edward Mackel. David Tully came on board in September to 
serve as manager of the Solid Waste Transfer Station. 


A major change took place in September when we hired William 
Zackular to replace the retiring Robert Linscott as Chief of the 
Wells Police Department. Bill had been serving as a Lieutenant 
in the Scarborough Police Department and brings with him a wealth 
of experience in police activities. We are indeed fortunate to 
have acquired the services of such a highly qualified individual. 


Activities at the Harbor under the direction of Harbormaster 
Roland "Chick'' Falconer have increased markedly during the year. 
Chick organized both a sand castle competition and a volleyball 
tournament in the middle of the harbor last summer. Granted, 
these are unique activities for an area normally confined to 
boating, but Chick was attempting to point out to the powers that 
be, i.e. the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, the atrocious condi- 
tions extant in Wells Harbor. Those conditions notwithstanding, 
Chick placed 84 additional moorings, more than doubling the 
number previously available. A major highlight this year was the 
Town's acquisition of a thirty foot rescue boat through Navy 
surplus. The Town is indebted to both Chick and to Mike Pulire, 
Wells' Civil Emergency Preparedness Director, for the extraordinary 
efforts that they expended to obtain this fine craft. We feel 
that we are closer than we have been in years to getting the 
harbor dredged thanks in no small part to the letter that your 
Selectmen wrote to Vice President George Bush. 


The Clam Commission is continuing its project of refurbishing 
the clam flats and at the same time conducting its diligent 
efforts to reduce the green crab population. 


All of us are excited about the prospect of having a new 
municipal building but none moreso than the members of the Police

Department who are anxiously looking forward to being able to 
move from their small "dungeon". 


Casper Bridges and his highway crew are to be commended for 
the outstanding job that they have done, once again, in keeping 
our roads clear of snow. 


The trolley service initiated last summer as a joint effort 
of the Chamber of Commerce and Stan Goldberg of Ledgemere Trans- 
portation proved immensely successful. Hopefully this service 
will continue to grow and thus reduce the traffic congestion at 
our beach areas. 


Once again I would like to take this opportunity to express 
my appreciation to the citizens of the Town of Wells, the Select- 
men and all of the Town employees for their unqualified support 
during another very busy year.

REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Again, as in past years, 1986 was a very busy year for the 
Town of Wells and its Board of Selectmen. 


Even with our best efforts, some of our outstanding projects 
remain unfinished. The harbor dredging, traffic problems, growth, 
both residential and commercial, police, fire and municipal facil- 
ities consumed a good deal of our time in 1986. 


The navigability of the harbor entrance and basin dredging 
are being actively pursued. At this point the dredging is very 
close to being 100% the responsibility of the Army Corps of 
Engineers as the town has met all of its responsibilities. We 
are still working on the harbor entrance and are not satisfied 
with the Army Corps of Engineers’ position on the condition of 
the entrance channel. 


Our traffic problems are also being addressed. The Route I 
and 109 intersection is scheduled for reconstruction by the state 
in fiscal 1987. The state will replace the Route 109 bridge in 
the spring. We hope to have Route I restriped this spring in 
order that the center lane may be used as a turning lane. The 
town is committed to an engineering study of Route I with adjoin-—- 
ing towns. Also we plan to have our existing traffic signals 
in proper working order by the spring of 1987. 


Growth in our town has been and still is phenomenal. It is 
very difficult to maintain a balance in this area. Our ordinances 
require constant updating. Participation by the public is very 
important at the public hearings so the Planning Board and the 


Board of Selectmen can stay tuned to the wants and needs of our 
town. 


Our municipal facilities have received a lot of attention 
in 1986. We will have a firm proposal for the voters for a new 
municipal building on our warrant. This will allow the present 
building to be used as a police, dispatch center and possibly as 
a fire station in the future. 


We will soon be seeing a major change at our transfer station. 


Our landfill will be closed and we will be taking our solid waste 
to the MERC facility in Biddeford. We are required by law to 
perform these actions. They both will be verv expensive to all 
of us taxpayers. We will be presenting the choices we have in 
this area to the voters soon. 


1986 was the year that saw the Wells National Estuarine 
Research Reserve become a reality. I believe this area is an 
extremely important asset to our community and it can only become 
more significant in the future. 


I would like to extend the Board of Selectmen's thanks to 
every member of each of our Boards and Committees for their hard 
work toward the solution of our problems. I hope all the members 
of our community remember that all these dedicated people are 
giving of their time and talent to continue to make the Town of 
Wells a nice place to live and work. 


Finally, I would like to thank the others on our Board for 
their hard work during 1986.

NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


According to the Laws of the State of Maine, each owner of 
a dog age of six months or older, shall on or before January lst, 
annually, cause such dog to be licensed in the Municipal Clerk's 
office in the town where such dog is kept. Applicant must 
provide proof that such dog has been immunized against rabies. 


A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license issued on all 
dogs capable of producing young, male or female. Each dog shall 
be considered capable of producing young unless a certificate 
issued by a veterinarian stating that the dog has been made 
incapable of producing young. When such certification accompanies 
the application, the fee shall be $3.00. 


Whoever keeps an unlicensed dog commits a civil violation 
for which a fine of $25.00 may be adjudged. Also, there is a 
late charge of $4.00 if not licensed before the Selectmen issue 
their warrant for unlicensed dogs. 


Licenses may be obtained through the mail. Simply send the 
required certificates along with check made payable to the Town 
of Wells and a S.A.S.E. to the town clerk's office. 


The Town of Wells has a DOG LEASH ORDINANCE. It is unlawful 
for any owner to permit any dog to roam or run within the limits 
of the town. Dogs must be leashed or under voice control at all 
times on all public ways and private property. This ordinance 
shall not apply to dogs on the premises of their owners, or on 
other premises by permission of the owner or occupant thereof. 


Violation of the leash law can be punished by a $100 fine.

BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


129. Change of Name or Address 


When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other process 
of law, or when he moves within a municipality, the following 
provisions apply. 


1. Notice. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or address before the close 
of registrations prior to election day. 


2. Correction of Name or Address. The registrar shall 
correct the voter's name or address on the voting list, and he 
may then vote under his new name or in his new district on 
election day. 


A. In a municipality which has more than one voting district, 
if a voter has changed his address and votes absentee 
after the close of registration, he must send a written 
notice of his new address along with his absentee appli- 
cation notifying the board of registration of his new 
address. A certificate containing his name and new 

address shall be directed to the warden of his new 
voting place to be attached to the incoming voting list 
on election day. 


3. Failure to Notify. If a voter fails to notify the reg- 
istrar of his change of name or address before the close of regi- 
strations, he must appear before the registrar on election day 
and follow the procedure outlined in section 661, if he wishes 
to vote, unless the registrar has already made the correction in 
following the procedure prescribed by section 128. 


4. Publication of Substance. The registrar shall publish 
the substance of this section along with the notice required by 
section 125.

WELLS POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I am very pleased to submit my first annual report to the 


citizens of Wells. I consider myself fortunate to be working in 
such a fine community. 


The year 1986 was a year of dramatic change for the Police 
Department with the retirement of Chief Linscott and the appoint- 
ment of a new chief. 


Robert Linscott had been Chief of Police in Wells since 
1975. I am sure that his many years of faithful service will not 
soon be forgotten by the members of the Police Department and 
the ciitzens of Wells. 


Our officers, again this past year, participated in several 
hundred hours of in-service training, especially in the areas of 
forensic and crime scene development, youth services and criminal 
investigation. Officer Richard Betters successfully completed 12 
weeks of basic training at the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. 


In 1986 Officer Ruth Berg continued her excellent Youth | 
Affairs programs in our schools. This past year her programs 
included, but were not limited to, Halloween Safety, Alcohol 
Awareness, Bicycle Safety and Sex Abuse Prevention. She had 
contact with 116 different juveniles resulting in 74 criminal 
charges. Officer Berg is active in several volunteer youth 
service organizations and she teaches Child Abuse Investigation. 


There is always a heavy criminal case load which keeps our 
detectives working day and night. Several armed fugitives were 
arrested in Wells in 1986 and we are finding ourselves dealing 
with an increasingly dangerous criminal element. The Town of 
Wells has a very real drug problem and the Police Department is 
addressing this through school educational programs and increased 
surveillance and investigation of targeted drug suspects. Even 
with increased criminal activity our clearance rate for criminal 
investigations continued to be very good and exceeded the state 
average. 
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The department handled a total of 4,478 calls for service 
in 1986 and the following is a brief summary of those activities: 


68 Burglaries 202 Thefts 
66 Assaults 12 Motor Vehicle Thefts 
7 Arsons 773 Court Charges 
(Traffic and Criminal) 
70 OUI Arrests 450 Motor Vehicle Accidents 


Wells has long been a very desirable residential community 
and this is reflected in its rapid growth. The Town experiences 
all of the law enforcement problems which any similar community 
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has to deal with, however our dramatic increase in population, 
especially in the summer, creates a substantial burden on police 
services. I believe that the Wells Police Department has an excel- 
lent foundation on which to build and grow so that it will be 
prepared to deal with the law enforcement problems of the future. 


In closing, I would like to thank the department heads, the 
selectmen, the Town Manager, former Chief Linscott and a special 
thanks to all of the fine members of the Wells Police Department 
for all of their help and support in making a smooth administra- 
tive transition. I am proud to be your Police Chief.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


During the first part of 1986 we had mostly nuisance storms 
without much snow accumulation. On January 5th we did get a 
storm that, according to my records, dropped six to eight inches 
of snow. Ice on the roads did present some problems during the 
early part of the year. 


In April we did a significant amount of street cleaning and 
general clean-up. 


Drainage, or the lack thereof, continues to present serious 
difficulties, particularly in the beach areas. We are working 
diligently in an effort to resolve some of those problems. 


The department was involved in a number of unexpected pro- 
jects during the course of the year; for example hauling granite 
blocks for moorings, trenching for placing utility lines under- 
ground at the harbor, work at the Rachel Carson parking lot, 
hauling loam to the recreation area and hauling debris from the 
Estuarine Reserve to the landfill. 


Our paving program is progressing smoothly although the 
proliferation of construction activity with the attendant 
underground utility lines has raised havoc with some of our 
newly paved roads. 


Tree pruning and the removal of diseased trees account for 
a number of departmental man hours as we attempted to rectify 
a dangerous situation by removing dead tree limbs overhanging 
public roads. 


We were fortunate to be able to negotiate with Tilcon, Maine 
for a trade of some of the Town's stockpile of rocks in exchange 
for processed winter sand. We are most grateful for the coopera- 
tion of Tilcon District Manager, Richard Johnson, in the endeavor. 


The State Department of Transportation has notified us 
that, beginning with the winter of 1987, the Town will be respon- 
sible for the winter maintenance of Route #9 from Cozy Corner 
to the Kennebunk line. 


If the roads presented for acceptance at the 1987 town 
meeting are approved, the Highway Department will become respon- 
sible for the maintenance of approximately two additional miles 
of road. 


I believe that the highway crew does an excellent job in 
keeping our roads clean and I have a few suggestions whereby 
the residents might aid us in our snow removal efforts: 

(a) Be certain that your automobile is properly 

equipped for winter driving, e.g. snow tires, 
wiper blades etc. 
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(b) If a snow storm is anticipated, remove vehicles 
from the shoulders of roads in order that plows may 
clear the entire area on their first pass. 

(c) If possible, wait until the highway plowing is 
completed prior to clearing out the end of your 
driveway. There is simply no practical way to 
plow the roads without depositing snow at driveway 
entrances. 

(d) Do not shovel snow or have your driveway plowed into 
the road. This can cause a serious traffic hazard 
and, indeed, is in violation of State Law. Anyone 
violating this law is subject to a fine of up to 
$500 and/or a six month prison term. 


I would remind everyone again that private installations 
such as fences, mailboxes etc. which are in the highway right 
of way are placed there at the owner's peril. The above not- 
withstanding, snow plow operators are advised to take every 
possible precaution to avoid hitting mail boxes etc. 


I would like to take this opportunity to extend my sincere 
appreciation to the Wells Grange and State Grange members as 
well as Town officials and citizens who attended the award 
presentation this past April at the Wells Grange Hall. Grange 
member, Arthur Perkins, presented me with The Community Citizen's 
Award "in recognition of outstanding service to the community, 
your dedication and personal involvement are gratefully and 
sincerely acknowledged by the members of the Wells Grange". 

On behalf of my family, I would like to thank everyone concerned 
for a most enjoyable evening. This is one of the fine things in 
life that takes the sting out of the wounds. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the highway 
department employees for the many completed projects and the long 
winter hours they put in to insure the safety of all citizens. 

Thanks to the Town officials for their support. A very 
special thank you goes to the office staff whose extra work 


helps keep the wheels turning and the ride a little smoother.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


As 1986 drew to a close, the Wells Public Library completed 
its eighth year of operation. During the final four months of 
the year, use of the library by members of the community increased 
dramatically. September and October were two of the busiest 
months of the year in contrast to prior years when ''business" 
slowed down markedly after Labor Day. Even during the months of 
November and December, while still the two slowest months of the 
year, circulation of library materials rose by more than 142. 


Circulation of library materials surpassed the 40,000 mark 
during 1986. The final tally of 41,424 items was a 5.1% increase 
over the 1985 circulation total. The book collection was increased 
by 1942 new titles and now totals 23,621 of which 51% are gifts 
or were purchased with gift monies donated by members of the 
community. In addition 120 young adult paperbacks were added 
as were 16 records and cassette tapes. ' 


Since May new borrower's cards are being issued to all 
previously registered borrowers as well as to new borrowers. 
Because of a state law passed in 1983 requiring confidentiality 
of all library records each library card holder must now use a 
number when borrowing library materials rather than signing the 
circulation card. As of December 31, 1,996 new cards had been 
issued of which 429 wereissued to new borrowers. 


During the week of October 6-11 the Board of Directors con- 
ducted a User Survey. Questionnaires were distributed to everyone 
who came into the library. Of the 314 questionnaires distributed, 
291 completed ones were returned. The purpose of the survey 
was "to gather information which will make it possible for the 
library to better serve the community’. In general respondents 
expressed satisfaction with library hours and services. Evalua- 
tion of the specific services and collections indicated a need 
to improve (1) the reference collection, (2) the fiction and non- 
fiction book collections and (3) the collection of recordings 
and cassette tapes, both for children and for adults. Of more 
limited use but also in need of improvement were the young adult 
paperback book collection and the large print book collection. 
Some users requested more programs for adults as well as more 
children's programs. There were several helpful suggestions along 
with the many positive remarks. The survey results will be 
valuable in planning for changes and improvements of library 
services. 


The Wells Public Library offers a variety of services to the 
community in addition to the standard reading and reference 
materials. Producing quality photocopies is one of the most 
frequently used services. Over 15,000 copies were made, at a 
nominal fee, for the general public. Many of these photocopies 
are made during the income-tax season, January - April 15, due 
to the reproducible tax forms provided to public libraries by 


the IRS. In addition to the reproducible tax forms the IRS pro- 
vides copies of their tax-related publications which can also 

be photocopied, and a VITA volunteer, trained by the IRS, offers 
free tax assistance at the library every Tuesday evening during 
the tax season. 


In addition to the large print book collection of more than 
100 titles owned by the Wells Public Library, many additional 
titles are loaned to us, on a rotating basis, by the Maine State 
Library, Portland Public Library and the Dyer Library in Saco. 
We also offer, as a Talking Book Depository, a limited number of 
special cassette tapes and records and the necessary equipment 
that allow the visually impaired to continue the enjoyment of 
"reading" books. Applications for the Talking Books program may 
be picked up at the library. 


Cooperation among libraries is essential to small libraries, 
allowing them to expand book collections and services offered. 
Through the Inter-library loan service of the Maine Regional 
Library System and the Circuit Rider, a cooperative program among 
public and school libraries in Sanford, Saco and Biddeford, and 
the University of New England, in 1986 we were able to borrow 321 
books, magazines, records and cassette tapes that we don't own 
from other libraries, locally and nationally. 


Throughout the year pre-school story programs are offered 
every Wednesday morning at 10:30. This year 259 children attended 
the regular story program. In addition special story programs 
were held for the children from the Tiny Pines Nursery, The Drakes 
Island Day Care Center, and on a regular basis, the kindergarten 
children from the Child Development Center. An additional 62 
children attended these programs. For 27 elementary school aged 
children the summer reading program, "Open Books Open Doors", 
was an opportunity to collectively open 320 new books as a key to 
participation in a very special celebration featuring magician 
"Fred the Fantastique'' and the awarding of Reading Certificates. 
Many area businesses also donated gifts for each child in the 
program. 


The Friends of the Wells Public Library continues, as an 
active voluntary group, to support the library through sponsoring 
programs and fundraising. In April they sponsored a lecture/ 
slide presentation "Whales: their Biology and Folklore" given by 
local author Tim Dietz. A five session lecturédiscussion series 
"Not for Children Only" was offered bi-weekly throughout the 
summer, sponsored locally by the Friends as part of a statewide 
effort through the Maine State Library and the Maine Library 
Association with funding from the Maine Humanities Council. A 
Family Night Program in August featuring Becky Graber, Story 
Weaver, was also sponsored by the Friends. In December the 
Friends annual Christmas Open House included caroling by the Wells 
Elementary School Chorus. Fundraising efforts by the Friends 
during 1986 included the Third Annual Wells Craft Show and Sale 
held at the Ward Gymnasium, a major book and bake sale in June 
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and two mini-book sales held in August and November. 


Many other members of the community also offer their time 
and talents to the library in a variety of ways. During 1986 
21724 hours of volunteer time was donated in assisting the staff. 
In addition to helping serve the public at the circulation desk 
many typists were needed to type over 20,000 new book cards in 
order to comply with the state confidentiality law. A junior 
volunteer program was also begun in the fall. Several junior high 
students are helping in the library after school daily. 

Several individuals and community groups loaned materials to 
the library for displays which included Toby jugs, antique bowls, 
art work done by public school students, Girl Scout Week, National 
4-H Week and Thanksgiving. The library also received a record 
bin donated by the Wells-Ogunquit Lions Club which was made by 
one of its members, and several artifacts from the old Buffam 
mill.

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WELLS NATIONAL ESTUARINE RESEARCH RESERVE 


1986 was an active year for the Wells National Estuarine 
Sanctuary which not only hired its first Manager, Steve Meyer, 
but had its name changed to the The Wells National Estuarine 
Research Reserve. 


The Town of Wells completed the acquisition of the Laudholm 
Farm property on April 24th, with money raised by the Laudholm 
Trust and a grant from the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. The summer culminated with a gala dedication 
ceremony organized by the Trust to celebrate the purchase. Over 
three thousand people enjoyed tours, food and music and listened 
while Governor Joseph E. Brennan, Deputy Secretary of Commerce, 
Clarence "Bud" Brown, Senator William Cohen, Representative John 
McKernan, Selectman Harry Margeson, Jr. and other dignitaries 
praised the hard work and foresight that made the Reserve a reality. 


Development of the Reserve, according to a plan by the 
Portland Landscape Architecture firm of Mitchell-DeWan Associates, 
began almost immediately. A crew of youngsters from the Maine 
Conservation Corps cleared over two miles of trails during the 
summer. Work continues by Maintenance Supervisor, George Nosworthy, 
who was hired in July. Overlooks have been designed and will be 
built to provide views of the marsh and ocean. Clean-up of 
the site was accomplished with the help of many volunteers. Archi- 
tect Cynthia Howard of Biddeford has been retained to plan the 
renovation of the main house at Laudholm Farm into the Reserve's 
Visitors Center and offices. The Laudholm Trust was successful 
in their application for a $25,000 grant from the Maine Historic 
Preservation Commission to help with the work. Already construc-— 
tion of an entry drive and parking lot for the Visitor's Center, 
a generous donation by Tilcon Maine, Inc., has begun. Another 
donation, design of a logo for the Reserve, was made by Fickett 
and Walsh, Inc. of Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 


The Reserve has been active in the area of education. The 
Education and Research Committee surveyed York County Schools 
and found that teachers are most interested in bringing classes 
to learn about marine environments. Programs that will teach 
children about the nature and importance of estuaries are being 
developed. Volunteers led 94 tours attended by over 1200 people. 
Organized tours are presently the only way to visit the Reserve. 
Trails will be opened to the public when they are complete. 


Two research studies were carried out in the Reserve this 
year. They focused on the productivity of the marshlands, which, 
in some cases, is more than twice that of a good hay field. Two 
more studies are scheduled for next year. One will shed light on 
the movements of sediments in the mouth of the Webhannet River 
and may produce information important to the management of Wells 
Harbor. 
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WELLS FIRE DEPARTMENT 
WELLS CORNER/HIGHPINE DISTRICTS 


During 1986 many events took place that effected our ability 
to provide fire protection for the people of Wells. The following 
will be a brief overview of the year and a few of these changes. 


Probably the most notable was the merger of the Wells Corner 
Hose Company with the Highpine Fire Association. Due to the 
continued growth and the rising demands put on our organizations, 
a move to insure effective, efficient and economical fire service 
was required. It is felt that this move will help stabilize the 
organization so it can grow and react to the ever changing face 
of the town. With a single administration, consistent operating 
procedures, elimination of self serving boundaries and a renewed 
commitment from the members, it is hoped that we can create a 
less hostile environment and develop a higher degree of credibility 
with the people we serve. 


Training has taken on a complete new look as we have become 
committed to more and higher levels. In November we began a new 
program of Mutual Aid Training with Kennebunk which provides the 
opportunity for training with towns in our mutual aid district. 
The training is on a monthly basis and rotates between the two 
towns. A renewed commitment to fire prevention week at the 
schools was also quite successfully accomplished. 


The emergency situation in Wells was again faced with the 
elements of growth as the number of responses continued to rise. 
The department responded to a total of 276 alarms ranging from 
simple public assist, to a tanker accident and spill at the turn- 
pike to a very unfortunate fatal structure fire. The occurrence 
of serious structure fires was higher than in past years and we 
strongly urge all residents to become more aware of fire preven- 
tion in their homes. 


We recognize that fire protection is not the only area 
burdened by the unprecedented growth in the town but we must note 
the following. The Wells Corner Station and Engine 402 are in 
a serious state of disrepair and need to be replaced. The sta- 
tion covers the schools, a major portion of the commercial district 
as well as weekday coverage to two other districts. It has been 
recognized from as far back as 1972 that this building needs 
to be replaced and the engine is presently out of service. 
Further delay only impairs our ability to provide the level of 
protection we feel necessary. "We are only the method of pro- 
viding fire protection, it is your decision on what level of 
protection you want provided". 
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SOLID WASTE TRANSFER STATION 
AND RECYCLING FACILITY 


Solid Waste is clearly growing beyond earlier projections. 
Basing a new projection on the last quarter of 1986 there will be 
an estimated 12,900 tons of Solid Waste generated by the Town 
of Wells for 1987. 


We are scheduled to begin transporting our solid waste to 
the Maine Energy Recovery Co. (MERC) in April. At that time 
our landfill will be closing. I anticipate fees will be set 
to help offset cost of disposing of our solid waste. 


As you know recycling is a very important part of our waste 
program. Wells has one of the best recycling plans in the state 
of Maine and it is done on a voluntary basis. Thanks to the 
efforts of the people of Wells we have doubled our revenues 
from approximately $5,000 in 1985 to $10,000 in 1986 and we can 
triple this amount in 1987 with a little effort. 


In 1987 the landfill will be closing, there will be new pro- 
cedures implemented, and it will require the cooperation of all 
of us to make a smooth transition. 


I wish to thank Raymond Hudon for all his efforts and his 
dedication to the Town of Wells. I also wish to thank the 


vendors who have purchased our recycled material and a very 
special thanks to my full time crew for all their hard work.

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WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


The Wells Beach Hose Company had a very successful year in 
1986. We had over 1500 calls as usual, with ambulance calls up 
to.do2 calis this wear. 


The fire department purchased a new ambulance this year built 
by Road Rescue. This now gives us 3 ambulances to call from. 
We will be sending one of the older ambulances back to the factory 
to be rebuilt this winter. 


The fire department is running bingo one night a week this 
winter, the same as last year in order to try to get funds. We 
run bingo two nights a week during the summer months. 


We sponsored a field day in August; we had a booth at Acton 
Fair; we had a food booth at the Chamber of Commerce auction in 
July and a food booth at the Christmas Parade in December. 


We hired summer fireman-ambulance attendant, Skip Descanio 
(crew chief of Kennebunk Rescue) for 12 weeks this summer instead 
of 10 weeks. Because of more calls this year, we kept this 
attendant thru the rest of the year. We also have our secretary- 
ambulance attendant, Monique Cote on full time. 


One fulltime fireman, Chief Reginald Chase, left as a 
permanent fireman in August. He was replaced by Chris Fabian. 


The town has purchased 3 new insulated overhead doors to be 
put on the station. The company is going to do some major 
renovations to the front of the station for structual purposes 
and to get the station better designed against the elements. 
These renovations will be paid from company funds. 


Some of our goals for 1987 are: (a) Increased amount of 
fire training (b)Better coordination and communication among 
Wells Corner/High Pine, dispatch and Wells Beach Hose Co. (c) 
The organization of a large field day (carnival) on June 20th 
which should be a big plus for the area. This is being planned 
by Wells Beach and Wells Branch as a joint effort.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS COMMITTEE 


Our committee spent the greater part of 1986 reviewing our 
list of projects from 1985 in more detail. As a result, we made 
recommendations and requests in the following areas. 


Sidewalks - At the March town meeting, we made a request for 
a sidewalk fund of $50,000. From this, we completed the sidewalk 
from Route One up Route 109 to the High School. As there was 
already some sidewalk on the westerly side, the cost was lower 
than original estimates. As Mile Road was repaved, the pavement 
was extended over the shoulder on the westerly side to accomodate 
pedestrian traffic. This way we avoided lengthy paperwork with 
the D.E.P. The balance remaining in this fund is approximately 
$34,000 plus any accrued interest. We will be asking for an 
additional $50,000 for the fund in 1987. The construction of 
sidewalks along Route One will be our next priority. This will 
be done in stages, due to the expected cost and the construction, 
along the highway. 


Our biggest concern and that which took up most of our meeting 
time was space for our police department. The need for space is 
imperative; however, cost and location are just as important. It 
was determined that to keep the cost down, we should take advantage 
of property already owned by the town. After several lengthy 
discussions at meetings and with the town manager, we arrived at 
the following proposal. First, to build a new town hall to be 
located on the "Jones Property" adjacent to the High School. The 
building's dimensions allow for some expanded town services and a 
large meeting room. The exterior design analogous to other town 
buildings, so as to form a "center" of town atmosphere. Second, 
to use the old town hall for police use. We have met with the 
new chief and gone over potential re-allocation of space. There 
would be some work on plumbing and wiring to bring both up to 
state standards. 


Time and again, as we discussed space needs, it became appar- 
ent that our fire department was also in desperate need of space. 
Both the personnel and equipment at the Corner station are housed 
in an unsafe, overly small space. We have made a recommendation 
to the Selectmen that they consider tearing down the existing 
station and build an addition to re-organize space at the current 
municipal office's location. The sharing of the enlarged space 
by fire, police and dispatch seems appropriate for the safety of 
the community. 


Several of the committee members attended seminars during the 
year at Southern Maine Regional Planning and York County 2000. 
Other York County towns have committees such as ours or professional 
planners. It was both informative and interesting to listen and 
compare our progress with others. Also, this past year, we have 
had interesting speakers and participants at our meeting. We 
encourage any interested party to attend our meetings on the fourth 
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Thursday of each month. 


All York County communities haven't yet taken the initiative 
to set up a group such as ours. Although there are those in the 
community who don't see the need, we believe that Wells has taken 
an objective look at the future and though its first steps are 
unsure, at least the community realizes that participation and 
planning for changes is necessary and should not be ignored. 


The new year, 1987, holds some of the same challenges as in 
1986. However, since the committee was organized, the make-up 
of the Board of Selectmen, who appoints our members, has changed. 
We have been requested to look at projects we had not previously 
considered. The members will be reviewing and possibly updating 
the capital assets section of the Comprehensive plan. We are 
in the process of establishing, with the help of the town manager, 
an inventory of town owned capital assets. As mentioned previously, 
we will be looking at the possibility of acquiring through gift 
or purchase, land for future town needs. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the members 
of this committee. They have worked long and diligently for our 
community and have made my job easier. Gentlemen, thank you all.

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REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


It must be clear to all who live in and visit Wells that the 
development boom continued through 1986. Building permits were 
written for five hundred and thirty two (532) projects in 1986 
with a total estimated evaluation of $22,056,512. In addition, 
three hundred and thirty three (333) plumbing permits were written. 
Of these permits, one hundred and fifty (150) permits were for 
new dwelling units within the town. Thirteen (13) of the building 
permits were for new commercial development and one was for the 
new school addition. The rest of the building permits were 
issued for such things as additions, decks, garages and expan- 
sions of existing commercial property. Revenues from permit fees 
for 1986 amounted to $52,713. An additional $9,215 was assessed 
for new required parking spaces. 


Although the office is generally filled with applicants for 
permits or presentations to reviewing boards, we would urge any 
citizen who may have a question or concern about your zoning 
ordinances to call or come by the office. Your input is an 
important factor in implementing the Town's land use regulation. 


Judy, Jessie and I would like to thank all those who have 
helped in making our work a little easier, and a special thank 
you to the Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen for their 
support.

KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT AND WELLS WATER DISTRICT 
ANNUAL TRUSTEES REPORT 1986 


The Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells Water District was 
established in 1921 by an act of the Maine State Legislature. 
The District serves an area which includes the Town of Kennebunk. 
Kennebunkport, Wells, Ogunquit, small portions of Arundel, 
Biddeford (Biddeford Pool) and York and is directed by a four- 
member Board of Trustees, each elected from the Towns of Kennebunk, 
Kennebunkport, Ogunquit and Wells. 


Population growth continues at record breaking rates. The 
Water District has had to respond to the rapid development of 
its service area by providing funds to finance water system 
expansion projects. However, due to a variety of cost control 
methods, the District Trustees have been successful at holding 
water rates stable since 1983. 


The Water District in cooperation with several York County 
legislators actively promoted legislation to alleviate the finan- 
cial burden of system expansion brought on by extreme growth 
pressure. This last May, the enactment of two bills sponsored 
by Representatives Tom Murphy (R - Kennebunk) and Neil Rolde 
(D - York) and co-sponsored by Senators Maybury and Clark allowed 
Water Districts to eliminatesubsidies for new development and 
establish a system development charge to provide funds to finance 
capital construction costs for water system expansion necessary 
to meet the increasing demands of growth. The passage of these 
legislative acts is a giant step toward addressing the financial 
problems attributable to growth, and will help to assure that 
the District will meet its future water supply responsibilities. 


At their Mav 14th, 1986 meeting, the Trustees of the Water 
District voted to approve and file a proposal for a system devel- 
opment charge for all future (new) customers. Existing customers 
would not be required to deposit a fee unless they substantially 
expanded (needing an increase in the number or size of meters) 
their demand for water. Although this measure was enacted as 
"emergency' legislation, the District's system development charge 
proposal filed in July was not approved by the Public Utilities 
Commission. The Commission reduced the proposed system develop- 
ment charge from $990 to an amount less that $11.00 per residen- 
tial customer. However, the District has filed amending legisla- 
tion and efforts will be continued in 1987 to convince the 
Commission that responsible and innovative financial planning 
will be necessary to stabilize water rates and reduce the need 
for future increases. If pending legislation is successful, it 
is predicted that no water rate increase will be necessary at 
least through 1988. 


District customers are urged to practice conservation, 
especially during the months of July and August when demands on 
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the system are at a peak. Since the water system is presently 
at capacity and as demand increases, the installation of larger 
water mains will be necessary to increase system capacity, 
effective conservation measures during the summer months could 
have a positive effect on capital expenses. 


Efforts to improve water quality were continued in 1986 with 
remarkable success. Equipment and chemical changes by District 
personnel along with refinement of the water treatment process 
have resulted in substantial water quality improvement as well 
as energy and chemical cost savings. 


Protection of the District's principai source of water supply, 
Branch Brook, has been a primary concern. Deterioration of the 
quality of the water source is inevitable if development of the 
watershed continues unchecked. The Town of Kennebunk, the first 
community to pass a protective ordinance, placed building restric-— 
tions and land use regulations on sensitive areas near the brook. 
The District is continuing to work with the Southern Maine Regional 
Planning Commission in developing and promoting the enactment of 
aquifer protection and land use ordinances for the entire Branch 
Brook watershed. Wells and Sanford are working toward enacting 
similar measures in 1987. 


The installation of a new computer early in 1986 has enabled 
the office staff to improve the District's accounting and billing 
procedures. The system will be expanded to increase capabilities 
and efficiency in other areas including meter records, inventory, 
word processing and hydraulic analysis of the water distribution 
system. 


In response to customer requests, the Trustees have decided, 
on a trial basis, to enclose self-addressed return envelopes in 
all water bills. In addition to customer convenience, this added 
benefit will help to simplify office mail handling procedures. 


Major transmission pipe line construction projects have been 
completed by District personnel. In 1986 District crews completed 
two major transmission links by installing over 2 miles of 16" 
and 20" water main along Route One in Wells and along Summer St. 
in Kennebunk. These projects, necessary to serve the expansion 
needs brought on by the areas rapid growth, are designed to 
improvethe distribution of water throughout the system. Engineer- 
ing design and construction performed by District staff have mini- 
mized project costs. It is the Trustees' policy to construct 
projects only as needed and to continue with the District's compre- 
hensive plan in the least costly manner to reduce the need for 
future rate increases. 
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The Trustees appreciate the continuing support and coopera- 
tion of its customers, state and municipal officials, contractors, 
plumbers and employees of the District.

REGIONAL CABLE TV REGULATORY COMMISSION

New England Cablevision paid the Town of Wells (franchise fees) 
the sum of $19,025.73 in 1986.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees of the Wells Sanitary 
District present their annual report to the District's customers 
and the taxpayers of Wells. 


The building boom which the District first began to experience 
in 1985 has continued unabated throughout the entire year of 1986. 
During the early part of 1986, it was becoming quite apparent to 
the Board of Trustees that the reserve capacity at the District's 
wastewater treatment facility was being consumed by both residen- 
tial and commercial growth at an unanticipated rate. In response 
to this situation, the Trustees voted to retain an engineering 
firm for the purpose of recommending to the Board a means by which 
the District could continue to meet its obligations to its present 
customers as well as accommodate the new development within the 
DisteLct. 


The engineers, after studying the District's operational 

data and projected flow estimates, recommended to the Board of 
Trustees that they implement a sewer impact rate charge to be only 
assessed against new development. This new charge became effective 
in April, and all revenues collected from this impact rate will 

be used exclusively for increasing the capacity of the present 
system. It is hoped that this new charge will insure that the 
District's current users will not have to absorb any expansion 
costs as part of their user fee in future years. 


Also in April, the District awarded a contract for the 
installation of a gravity sewer line on Maynard Street. The 
project was paid for by Maynard Street residents using the assess- 
ment method. This method assesses each property owner his share 
of the sewer installation charge based on the amount of linear 
frontage each resident owns abutting the new sewer line. The 
sewer extension project has resulted in a substantial improvement 
to the Maynard Street residents' property at a modest cost, with 
no expense to the District. 


Another spring project was the purchase of a radio alarm 
system for the District's remote pump stations. This new system 
will allow the District to monitor activity at the pump stations 
without dependance on seven costly, data-quality telephone lines. 
Although this state of the art telemetering system is initially 
quite expensive, there is only a five-year pay back period of the 
investment, when compared to today's telephone rates. 


The District has been continually pursuing various methods of 
handling the disposal of the District's sludge. Late in 1985, 
the Board of Trustees retained an engineering firm to design a 
sludge dewatering system for the wastewater plant. In October of 
1986, a contract was awarded to the successful low bidder, Charwill 
Construction Company of Meredith, New Hampshire, for the install 
ation of the sludge dewatering system in the amount of two hundred 
thousand dollars. It is hoped that the new system will be fully 


operational for next year's busy summer season. 


The building boom in Wells is expected to continue during 
1987. The bard has approved plans for the extension of the 
existing sewer system by developers in several locations within 
the District's service area. This additional growth will require 
expansion of the District's computerized billing system, as well 
as increase the daily operational expenses. 


The Wells Sanitary District plant operators have used 
innovative methods to hold down the cost and still maintain 
excellent water quality standards in the wastewater treatment 
plant. The Trustees are counting on their continued success so 
it will be possible to prevent any rate increase to its customers 
for the fifth straight year. 


The Board of Trustees held twelve regular meetings and eleven 
special meetings in 1986. The Board's meetings are slated in 
advance and the public is invited to attend.

The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under the 


Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating a 
system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. A certif- 
icate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine 


| Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time director and 
| five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. 


Note 2 = Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
improvements are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the, period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight line basis over a ten year period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight line basis over the 
40 year term of the bonds. 


Contributions in Aid of Construction - Customers pay for a portion of 
special facilities constructed for their use. The entire cost of the 
project is recorded in the property accounts, and the payments received 
from customers are recorded in the contributions account.

Note 4 - Sewer Impact Fee 


During 1986, the District implemented a sewer impact fee for all new commercial 
construction and residential development projects for which occupancy permits had 
not been issued prior to April 24, 1986. This impact fee was assessed on the 
basis of the design flow impact of the projects on the District's reserve 
capacity at a rate of $4.19 per gallon. The District billed $340,275 of impact 
fees in 1986 of which $156,488 was receivable as of December 31. Amounts 
collected in 1986 have been invested and will be applied against future capital 
outlay of the District. See Note 5 regarding legal action related to this 
matter. 


Note 5 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1986 there were claims and disputed items in connection with the 
construction project; the District has filed cross-claims against other parties 
on these matters. In the opinion of legal counsel any potential liability to the 
District should be recoverable from the other parties and there would be no 
significant effect on the financial position of the District. 


In relation to the sewer impact fee referred to in Note 4, a legal action was in 
progress requesting a declaratory judgment on the validity of the impact rate 
charge. As of December 31, 1986 this action had not been heard. 


Note 6 - Retirement Plan 


The District has a non-contributory pension plan coverning all full-time 
employees who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by 
insurance contracts. The cost to the District was $8,481 in 1986 and $7,046 in 
1985. 


Note 7 - FmHA Reserve 
Pursuant to the FmHA bond issue of April, 1981, the District is required to set 


aside $6,947 annually until a reserve of $69,467 is established. Amounts set 
aside in this reserve fund are treated as an appropriation of retained earnings.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies used in the prepara- 
tion of the financial statements follows: 


A. Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds or 
group of accounts described below, each of which is deemed to 
be a separate accounting entity. 


Governmental Funds 


The financial operations of each fund are accounted for in a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts which represent the 
fund's assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expen- 
ditures or expenses. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for de- 
livery of services traditionally provided by a municipal 
government, which are not accounted for in other funds, are 
accounted for in the General Fund. These services include, 
among other things, general government, public safety, high- 
ways and streets, public works, education and recreation. 


Capital Project Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of major capital 
facilities are accounted for in the Capital Project Fund. 
Such resources are derived principally from proceeds of gen- 
eral obligation bond issues and from federal and state grants. 


Special Revenue Funds 


Special Revenue Funds are used to account for Federal Revenue 
Sharing and funds appropriated from the General Fund restrict- 
ed to expenditure for specified purposes. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used by the 
Town in its capacity of trustee are accounted for in Trust 
Funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are those whose principal 
must be preserved intact and are most often used to account 
for the principal portion of endowments provided in the Town 
by private donors with the stipulation that their principal be 
preserved intact. Expendable Trust Funds are those whose 
principal and income may be expended in the course of their

designated operations and are most often used to account for 
income amounts transferred to them from Nonexpendable Trust 
Funds. Expendable Trust Funds may also be used to account for 
endowments whose principal may be expended in the course of 
their designated operations. 


Long-Term Liabilities 


Long-term liabilities expected to be repaid from governmental 
funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account 
Group. An account group is not a "fund." It is concerned 
only with the measurement of financial position and not with 
measurement of results of operations. 


Basis of Accounting 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are account- 
ed for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Reve- 
nues are recognized when they become measurable and available 
to meet expenditures. Taxpayer-assessed income and_ gross 
receipts are considered "measurable" when in the hands of the 
Town and are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Deferred property tax revenue represents unpaid taxes and re- 
lated liens collected sixty-one or more days after year end. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified ac- 
crual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is 
incurred, except for principal and interest on general long- 
term debt which is recognized when due. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when purchased 
and inventory is not reflected in the financial statements. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost. 


E. Municipal Pension Plan 


All Town employees are covered by the Maine State Retirement 
System. Pension costs to the Town are actuarially determined 
by the state. Prior service costs are being amortized over 
fifteen years.

F. Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements. 


Budgeting and Budgetary Control 


The authority of the budget committee is limited to recommenda- 
tions which are equal to or less than the requests of the depart- 
ments and organizations associated with municipal and _ school 
district operation. The final authority for budget development 
lies with the respective governing bodies: the board of select- 
men and the board of trustees. 


At the annual Town meeting the citizens of Wells vote upon the 
appropriations recommended by the selectmen and budget commit- 
tee. At the end of the year all appropriations lapse unless 
specifically continued by resolution of the selectmen. 


Budgetary control over intergovernmental grants (other than 
federal revenue sharing which is included in the general fund for 
budgetary reporting purposes), which are accounted for in the 
Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary trust fund, is maintained on 
the basis of the fiscal period of the grant which does not cor- 
respond to the Town's fiscal period. Since such grant is legally 
budgeted on the basis of its fiscal period a budgetary comparison 
with the actual results of operations is not presented.

Pension Expense 


Total pension expense of the General Fund amounted to $66,064 
during the current year. There wasS no accrued prior service cost 
at June 30, 1986, the date of the most recent valuation. At June 
30, 1986, net assetS available for benefits total $1,530,720 and 
the actuarial present value of accumulated plan benefits are 
$968,661. The actuarially computed value of vested benefits has 
not been determined. The Town's policy is to fund pension costs 
accrued. 


Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary 


The Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary was established under the 
Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972 as amended and was dedicated 
in 1986 to be a natural field laboratory for education and re- 
search about estuaries. In 1982 the townspeople authorized the 
selectmen to establish and enter into contracts to manage a 
national estuarine reserve at no cost to the Town. Sources of 
funds have been the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion, the state of Maine and privately raised funds by the 
Laudholm Trust. 


Property Tax Calendar 


The tax levy date for the 1986 fiscal year was August 6, 1986. 
Taxes were due and payable on August 6, 1986, and interest was 
charged on unpaid balances for taxes paid September 19, 1986 and 
thereafter.

GERALDINE M. SULLIVAN 
1908 - 1988 
This Town Report is respectfully dedicated to Miss Geraldine 
M. Sullivan for the many good works that she did for the elderly 
and disabled citizens of Wells during her retirement years. 


‘Geri was born in Charlestown, Mass. and was raised by her 
paternal grandmother, after her mother's death before Geri was 
two years of age. She spent her childhood summers at Old Orchard 
visiting Eaton Farm and Drakes Island in Wells. 


She started employment as a clerk in the Massachusetts Public 
Welfare Department in 1942. Through promotional examinations, 
she soon became a public social worker, advancing to become a 
Supervisor of the social workers. She was an extremely dedicated 
person frequently giving of herself and putting herself in danger, 
also purchasing things for the needy out of her own pocket. 


Geri retired from Massachusetts Public Welfare on May 5, 
1977 after serving 35 years. She received three citations at 
that time. The first was from Governor Michael Dukakis, who 


was once her supervisor. The second was from the President of 
the Senate, Kevin Harrington and the third was from the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, Thomas McGee. All were in 
recognition of her dedication to public service. After her 
retirement, she moved to Wells on the Laudholm Road. Geri became 
the Chairperson of the Wells Meals on Wheels shortly thereafter. - 
She co-ordinated the program and on many occasions delivered the 
meals herself for about 25 elderly, disabled and blind members 

of our community, covering approximately 40-45 miles throughout 
Wells. When she was unable to visit them in person, she still 
reached them by phone to see how they were doing, 


On April 11, 1987, she was recognized by the Wells Grange 
and was given the Community Citizen's Award. 


She continued her dedication to public service until Decem- 
ber of 1987 when she became hospitalized. Her concern for the 
people did not stop then but continued even through the final 
days of her life. Her motto was "One never feels lonely when 
sharing the problems of others". 


REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


That 1987 proved to be another exceedingly busy year in 
our ever-growing community should come as a surprise to no one. 
While making great strides in a number of areas we suffered a 
severe setback when Judge Broderick ruled against the Town in 
his decision on Moody Beach. The Town, in concert with the 
State, is in the process of appealing that decision; however, 
the outcome of the appeal will not be known until at least mid- 
summer. 


If you have travelled on Route 109 recently you are aware 
that construction of the new Municipal Building is well underway. 
With the Selectmen acting as the general contractor and our new 
Town Engineer, Bob Brown, serving as the Clerk of the Works, the 
construction is proceeding at a rapid rate. In addition to the 
individuals mentioned above, a special thank you should go to 
Paul Andrews, a Wells citizen whose advice and counsel have been 
extremely helpful and to the members of the Wells Highway Depart- 
ment whose deligent efforts have saved the Town a considerable 
amount of money during this construction. 


The dredging of the harbor, a project which has been ongoing 
for a number of years, finally appears close to becoming a reality. 
After a positive vote of the people, your Selecmen have taken, by 
eminent domain, a temporary easement along Drakes Island Beach, 
in order that the Corps of Engineers might have a place to depo- 
sit the dredged material. This action should be mutually benefi- 
cial to the Drakes Island residents and to the Town, i.e. the 
sand on Drakes Island beach will be replenished and by locating 
a place to deposit the dredged material, the last stumbling block 
has been removed, thus allowing the Corps of Engineers to proceed 
with the project. 


We anticipate having a ground breaking ceremony in the very 
near future to initiate construction of the new fire station 
adjacent to the current Municipal Building. Chief Finch antici- 
pates that the new station will be ready for occupancy by July. 


During 1987 extensive repair work was completed on our 
existing traffic lights, and a new traffic light was installed 
at the intersection of Routes 1 and 9B. Hopefully, these actions 
will allow for a smoother flow of traffic during our busy summer 
season. 


By the time that this report is promulgated, our citizens 
will be aware of the significant increase in the proposed munici- 
pal budget. The largest increases are in three areas: wages, | 
debt service and solid waste disposal. The Board of Personnel 
and Review worked very hard to develop a wage scale for all 
non-union personnel. The proposal was accepted by the Selectmen 
in its entirety, and they voted to present it to the voters 
without change. The scale proposes some major increases in 


wages/salaries, but those increases merely bring Wells employees 
up to a par with similar communities in the surrounding area. 

We would hope that passage of this proposal would aid in stabili- 
zing the Wells work force. During the last year, nine employees 
have left for other employment with higher wages. We simply 
cannot afford to be merely a training ground for other communi- 
ties or for private industry. 


The bond issue approved at the last annual Town Meeting 
included provisions for the construction of a new municipal 
building, a new fire station, the purchase of a new fire truck 
and partial payment for the closing of the sanitary landfill. 
This also caused an increase of over $200,000 in our debt service 
account in the budget. 


As I have indicated in previous reports, the cost of solid 
waste disposal is increasing annually. The Maine Energy Recovery 
Company (MERC) officially commenced operation in December 1987. 
As a result, the increase in the 1988 Solid Waste budget is more 
than $100,000. 


The Town has engaged the services of Market Decision, a 
consulting firm in Portland, to assist in revising and up-dating 
our Comprehensive Plan. The Selectmen have appointed a committee 
of citizens representing various areas of the Town and in vary- 
ing occupations to aid in the endeavor. At some point, the 
Committee and the consultant will be conducting a community 
survey in an effort to determine how the citizens of Wells envi- 
sion the future of the Town. We would urgently request each of 
you to take the time to complete and return that survey in order 
that the Committee and yourelected officials may insure that the 
Comprehensive Plan responds to the desires of Wells Citizens. 


On the front cover of this year's report is a picture of 
the "Pride of Wells", a boat obtained through Navy surplus, as 
mentioned in last years report, and retrofitted by means of the 
labor and financial contributions of a large number of people 
to whom the Town is indebted. We owe a particular vote of 
thanks for the superlative efforts of Bill Shuman and Harbormaster 
Roland "Chick" Falconer. 


A Harbor Advisory Committee, appointed by your Selectmen 
and chaired by Jack Lyons, has been very busy during the fall 
and winter months developing a plan for the use of Wells Harbor. 
The committee is currently working with Town Counsel in creating 
a request for a proposal from prospective bidders for the lease 
of approximately three acres of Town owned property for the 
purpose of conducting a marina operation. At the same time, 
the Committee is investigating the possibility of developing a 
park in the adjacent area~in order that residents and tourists 
alike might enjoy the beauty of the Harbor and the Rachel Carson 
Natural Wildlife Refuge. Finally, the Committee is also tasked

REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Town of Wells was again a very active community in 1987. 
Your Board of Selectmen spent many hours on a large number of 
issues. Some of these don't go away or even get better, even 
when a lot of effort is put toward that end. We did, and will 
continue to do our best for what we think is in the best interest 
of our town and its citizens in 1988. 


We did not get the Harbor dredged in 1987 but are ready to 
get this project done. In January 1988, we were given voter 
authorization for the taking of a temporary easement to place 
the dredged material on Drake's Island Beach. A place to put 
the sand was the only condition that the Town had left to satisfy 
according to the Army Corps of Engineers. Having satisfied this 
condition, we feel that the ball is in their court. 


The New Municipal Building is rapidly becoming a reality. 
This facility meets all statutory requirements for a public 
building. It includes an elevator, a climate controlled fire- 
proof vault, and it is energy efficient. We feel that this 
project will be completed cost effectively by using our Town 
Engineer as Clerk of the Works and the Board of Selectmen acting 
as General Contractor.

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BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


129. Change of Name or Address 


When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other process 
of law, or when he moves within a municipality, the following 
provisions apply. 


1. Notice. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or address before the close 
of registrations prior to election day. 


2. Correction of Name or Address. The registrar shall 
correct the voter's name or address on the voting list, and he 
may then vote under his new name or in his new district on 
election day. 


A. In a municipality which has more than one voting 
district,if a voter has changed his address and votes 
absentee after the close of registration, he must send 
a written notice of his new address along with his 
absentee application notifying the board of registra- 
tion of his new address. A certificate containing 
his name and new address shall be directed to the 
warden of his new voting place to be attached to the 
incoming voting list on election day. 


3. Failure to Notify. If a voter fails to notify the 
registrar of his change of name or address before the close of 
registrations, he must appear before the registrar on election 
day and follow the procedure outlined in Section 661, if he 
wishes to vote, unless the registrar has already made the 
correction in following the procedure prescribed by Section 128. 


4. Publication of Substance. The registrar shall publish 
the substance of this section along with the notice required by 
Section 125.

NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


According to the Laws of the State of Maine, each owner of 
a dog age of six months or older, shall on/or before January Ist, 
annually, cause such dog to be licensed in the Municipal Clerk's 
office in the town where such dog is kept. Applicant must pro- 
vide proof that such dog has been immunized against rabies. 


A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license issued on 
all dogs capable of producing young, male or female. Each dog 
shall be considered capable of producing young unless a certifi- 
cate issued by a veterinarian stating that the dog has been made 
incapable of producing young. When such certification acco 
panies the application, the fee shall be $3.00. . 


Whoever keeps an unlicensed dog commits a civil violation 
for which a fine of $25.00 may be adjudged. Also, there is a 
late charge of $4.00 if not licensed before the Selectmen issue 
their Warrant for unlicensed dogs. 


Licenses may be obtained through the mail. Simply send 
the required certificates along with check made payable to 
TOWN OF WELLS and a S.A.S.E. to the Town Clerk's Office. 


The Town of Wells has a DOG LEASH ORDINANCE. It is unlaw- 
ful for any owner to permit any dog to roam or run within the 
limits of the town. Dogs must be leashed or under voice control 
at all times on all public ways and private property. This 
ordinance shall not apply to dogs on the premises of their owners, 
or on other premises by permission of the owner or occupant 
thereof. 


Violation of the leach law can be punished by a $100 fine.

WELLS POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1987 was very challenging and busy for the Wells 
Police Department. As the town grows we have seen our activity, 
our duties and responsibilities change accordingly. There have 
been many procedural changes and in 1987 we have welcomed a 
few new faces to the Police Department. 


In May, all patrol officers changed from rotating shifts 
to permanent shift assignments. For the purposes of patrol, 
the town has been broken into geographical areas and the offi- 
cers are assigned a daily "beat" or patrol area. We have 
increased the frequency of supervisory staff meetings to help 
coordinate our police services and insure better communication 
throughout the department. In May, Corporal Richard Libby was 
reclassified as Sergeant. This consolidated the rank structure 
of all first line supervisors. 


In January of 1987 we updated our record keeping system to 
coincide with a new complaint card/time clock system that accu- 
rately tracks and records all complaints received by our commu- 
nications division. In this past year we hired two new dis- 
patchers, Judy Stutes and Denise Webster. Our four communica- 
tions dispatchers have taken over the duties of fire department 
dispatching and they are handling these new and important duties 
efficiently and professionally. 


William Betters and Roger Green were hired as full time 
officers this year. Both were Wells Police Reserve Officers 
before becoming full time. It seems our most popular new face 
is that of K-9 Vax, the Department's new police dog. K-9 Vax 
was imported from Germany this past spring and is being handled 
by Officer Mark Rogers. 


This past year our officers participated in several hundred 
hours of in-service training. Officer Jo-Ann Putnam completed 
the twelve week basic Police School in March of 1987. We have 
developed a comprehensive fire arms training program that is 
being administered by Officer William Betters. The foundation 
of a professionai police department is training and it is my 
intent to provide the best training possible to all of our 
officers. 


The Police Department statistics for 1987 are as follows: 
6,925 calls for police service. This is a 64% increase over 
1986.

In 1987 our crime closure rate is well above 30%. This 
figure is well above the national average.

WELLS HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


During January 1987 the snow storms just kept coming to 
the amount of about five feet of snow. The Highway Department 
employees had one day off during the month. Alot of thanks go 
to these people who worked these long days and some nights and 
weekends. 

During February we had some nuisance storms without much 
accumulation. 


March started out with seven to eight inches of snow and 
then tapered off the rest of the month to flurries. 


We started hauling granite on March 18th for the new granite 
wall at the Harbor. The job was completed by the highway workers 
during the last part of the summer after some delay. 


During April we had alot of road repair damage by winter 
frost. Trees and limbs damaged during winter storms had to be 
cut and hauled to our burn pile. A snow storm on April 28th 
amounting to five inches caused more tree and limb damage. 


During the month of May we widened Bourne Avenue from 
Route One to Ocean Avenue to make room for a walkway/bikeway.

REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The year 1987 was one of growth and change for the Wells 
Public Library. In late September Julie O'Brien was appointed 
as Library Director. She comes to the library with many years 
of experience and innumerable ideas for creating an inviting 
and educational environment for library users. The library 
received an IBM computer and the "Circulation Plus" software 
system, which will make it possible to streamline procedures 
and operate more efficiently. Bar-Coding of books and borrowers 
cards were begun in October and it is estimated that the library 
will go "on-line" by April of 1988. 


The citizens of Wells and the surrounding communities con- 
tinue to show support for the library and the services that it 
provides. The library now has 3,087 registered borrowers and 
this year's circulation was 47,032 items. This figure represents 
a nearly three-fold increase in yearly circulation since the 
library opened. The 1987 circulation statistics reflect an 
increase of 134% over the 1986 record, and new circulation re- 
cords are being set monthly. During 1987, the library added 
1,630 items to its collection (which now totals 25,341 books), 
borrowed 368 items from other libraries to fulfill requests, and 
provided a photocopy machine for use by the public who made 
18,768 copies. In addition, members of the staff sponsored 
library tours for elementary school children and weekly story 
programs for pre-school children. The pre-school story programs 
attract over 150 children every month and since these children 
are the community's future readers, it is important that the 
introduction to books and libraries be memorable. The summer 
reading program "Pinecone Pete--Book Investigator" attracted 
118 children who investigated books, solved mysteries and made 
numberous discoveries in their town's library. Because of the 
increased use of the library by children of all ages, it is 
clear that a separate area is needed to meet the needs of this 
segment of the population. 


Surveys of library users and of the community at large 
indicated a need for an expanded and updated reference collec- 
tion, a quiet study and reading area for adults and extended 
library hours, particularly on Saturdays. Plans are presently 
underway to implement extended hours sometime early in 1988. 
Also in the early planning stage is a library expansion project 
designed to meet the growing needs of this rapidly developing 
area. 


During 1987, the William Rhines family established the Ann 
Gude Nelson Memorial Fund in honor of Mrs. Rhines' mother. In- 
come from this fund will be used to purchase materials for use 
by the visually impaired, but not limited only to them. An 
initial purchase of these materials will be available to the 
public in February, 1988. Additional contributions made to this 


fund by other groups or individuals during 1988 will be matched 
by the Rhines family. 


The staff of the Wells Public Library makes every effort 
to provide the highest quality of library service to its patrons. 
They are assisted by dedicated volunteers as well as by the 
Friends of the Library. This past year, the Friends sponsored 
programs on lighthouses and whales, petroglyphs and puppets. 
The Friends also provided financial support for the library by 
scheduling book sales and the annual craft show and sale. Through 
these and other fund raising activities, the Friends of the Lib=- 
rary amassed nearly $6,000. This amount, along with the $4,000 
appropriated by the Town of Wells, enabled the Board of Directors 
of the Library to purchase the IBM computer and related software. 


The Library is truly a vital resource for the community. 
Although still young as community institutions go, the Library 
is well and growing and looking forward to being of service to 
the many individuals who wish to make use of its vast resources.

On behalf of the Department, I would like to thank the 
people of Wells for their show of support at the annual town 
meeting and throughout the year.

The Communication Center combined the Police, Fire, and 
Highway Departments into a central dispatching system that also 
provides back-up for the Wells Beach Ambulance Service. 


Our first year of licensed coverage, as Medical First 
Responders, was very successful. Our people completed CPR, 
First Responder, and Licensed Ambulance Attendant courses. 
A special thanks to the Wells Corner Women's Auxiliary for 
their purchase of medical equipment. 


The approval and selection of an outside consultant to 
review the Wells fire service should provide us with the neces- 
sary recommendations for the future.

SOLID WASTE TRANSFER STATION AND RECYCLING FACILITY 


Our records show that we stayed under our projection of 
solid waste for 1987. We estimate that in 1988 we will transfer 
10,000 tons of solid waste to MERC. This means approximately 
25% of our solid waste is not covered under our original contract; 
this results in an additional cost of $112,500 to the community. 


Recycling is an important issue, not only for the Town of 
Wells, but all of Maine. It is a labor intensive program, but 
because of the concentrated efforts of the citizens of the Town, 
I am happy to report that Wells is considered a leading example 
for recycling in the State. I personally would like to express 
my thanks for everyone's efforts. Our generated revenue for 1987 
was approximately $10,000. 


Wells is fortunate to have a "Clean Wood and Brush Pile" 
that we are able to burn, as long as we adhere to some very strict 
rules and regulations by the State. One rule is "No foreign 
materials in this pile''. With the cooperation of everyone, we 
hope to be able to keep this program. 


Wells Solid Waste Transfer Station represents our town's 
desire to stay on top of the waste situation. The eventful 
changes we have undergone with new technology, new rules and 
regulations have been very exciting and challenging for me. 


On December 28, 1987 MERC officially went on line as a 
Commercial Operation, and they are experiencing growing pains. 


I would like to express my appreciation and thanks to my 
crew who help keep the Transfer Station running smoothly. Also 
thanks to the vendors who purchase our recycled materials and a 
special thanks to the personnel at the Town Hall.

REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


Barbara Gagnon was hired in April as your new Assistant Code 
Enforcement Officer. Barbara has been employed by the Town for a 
number of years, including work with the Code Enforcement Office 
going back to 1977. She is a Certified Local Plumbing Inspector 
and has skills and experience that make her presence in the 
office a most welcomed addition. 


Barbara's addition to the staff is indeed welcomed because 
the building and development activity has certainly continued 
during 1987. The total number of permits processed was up about 
15% over 1986. The total number of commercial projects was down 
a bit in comparison to the last few years. Seventeen permits 
were written for major commercial projects in 1987 as compared 
to 27 projects of a similar nature in 1986. One of the new pro- 
jects was for a very large addition to the Shaw's warehouse which 
about doubled the facility's size. Another new project of 
interest is that of the new Route 109 Wells Municipal Offices. 


Building permits were written for 133 new dwelling units 
in 1987. The total number of building permits written for the 
year was 606. The total estimated value of all projects permit- 
ted was $22,878,623.00. In addition to the building permits, 
290 plumbing permits were written. Revenues from permit fees 
for 1987 amounted to $56,962.00. An additional $5,050.00 was 
assessed developers for new required parking spaces. 


During 1987, the Code Enforcement Office filed six (6) 
cases in District Court under the new Rule 80K. (That rule 
allows your certified Code Enforcement Officer to prosecute 
cases without the expense or time delay of lawyers and Superior 
Court.) The Town prevailed in five of these cases. The court 
ruled that our ordinance did not cover the situation in the 
remaining case. The Town has been awarded $5,600.00 in fines 
and costs in these cases. 


Although the office is generally filled with applicants for 
permits or people preparing materials to present to reviewing 
boards, we would urge any citizen who may have a question or 
concern about your land use regulations to call or come by the 
office. Your input is an important factor in implementing the 
Town's regulations. 


For all of us in the Code Enforcement Office, I would like 
to thank those citizens who have helped make our work a little 
easier, and a special thank you to the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen for their support.

KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT AND WELLS WATER DISTRICT 
ANNUAL TRUSTEES REPORT 1987 


The Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells Water District was 
established in 1921 by an act of the Maine State Legislature. 
The District serves an area which includes the Towns of Kenne- 
bunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit and Wells. 


Coastal York County remains one of the fastest growing areas 
in the nation. Pressure from development continues to burden 
the District's staff and create an unprecedented demand for 
additional water service. The need for capital improvements to 
the system to meet the increased demand for water has required 
the District to fine tune its operations and develop some inno- 
vative methods of finance, 


In 1986, it was reported that the District had been success-— 
ful in its attempt to get legislation passed to allow for a 
system development charge for all new customers and those exist- 
ing customers who substantially expand their demand for water. 
However, after the District filed its proposed system development 
charge with the Public Utilities Commission, it was not initially 
approved. After months of negotiations with the Public Utilities 
Commission and Public Advocate a modified (reduced) charge was 
approved and a stipulation agreement was reached that required 
the District to conduct several conservation studies and to 
determine if conservation measures would have a positive finan- 
-cial effect on the District's comprehensive capital improvement 
plan. 


The system development charge became effective April 8th, 
1987; and as of December 3lst, the District had accumulated 
$137,000. This fund has already made a significant impact in 
providing for the District's growth-related capital improvements. 
In addition, other legislation allowed the District to no longer 
subsidize development and as a result the District has required 
the developers and new customers to pay the full cost of their 
water mains and services. 


Both the system development charge and non-subsidy legisla- 
tion will help to assure that adequate capital is available for 
system improvements and that the need for water rate increases 
are kept to a minimum. It is presently our prediction that no 
increase in rates will be necessary at least through 1989. 


Due to the delay in implementing the system development 
charge and the unprecedented need for capital, the District 
issued a one million dollar bond through the Maine Bond Bank in 
the Fall of 1987. Because of a previous policy change in the 
District's bond financing methods and other financial innovations 
the District will be able to fund this bond without a water rate 
increase. 


Several system improvement projects were accomplished in 
1987 using the District's own engineering and construction capa- 
bilities. Some of the more important improvements to the system 
include: 


A. Wells: 2000 Feet of 20" water main, Route One, 
Mile Road to the Webhannet River (provides transmission 
of water to Wells, Moody area and Ogunquit). 


B. Ogunquit: 600 feet of 12" water main, Shore Road, 
Bournes Lane to Israel Head (improves fire protection 
and transmission of water to the Shore Road, Ontio 
Hill and Perkins Cove areas). 


C. Kennebunk: Completion of the Summer Street (Route 35) 
transmission main project (Improves fire protection 
and transmission of water to Lower. Village and Kenne- 
bunkport). Rehabilitation and upgrading of the West 
Kennebunk booster station (Improves fire protection 
for West Kennebunk). 


D. Kennebunkport: Replacement of the deteriorated 10" 
cast iron water main across the Little River at Goose 
Rocks Beach with a new 16" polyethelene pipe. (Improves 
system reliability for Granite Point, Fortunes Rocks 
and Biddeford Pool area. 


E. Biddeford: Replacement of 800 feet of undersized 2" 
main along the Fortunes Rocks Road with a new 12" 
water main. 


This is just a sample of the many improvements that the 
District completed in 1987. In addition, many new development 
projects were accomplished, usually by private contractors, with 
District personnel performing the necessary engineering, project 
inspection and administration. 


The District has continued to refine the water treatment 
process at its plant on Branch Brook and will be working on 
additional improvements in 1988 relating to corrosion control as 
well as updating process equipment and installing several energy- 
saving devices. 


The Trustees appreciate the continuing support and coopera- 
tion of its customers, State and Municipal officials, contrac- 
tors, plumbers and employees of the District.

REGIONAL CABLE TV REGULATORY COMMISSION 


As noted in our annual report a year ago, Cablevision was 
completely de-regulated by law on January 1, 1987, With the 
de-regulation came the speculation that the Regional TV Regula- 
tory Commission would no longer find a need to exist. QUITE TO 
THE CONTRARY! 


The Commission has met bi-monthly throughout the year.: Our 
member attendance at these meetings has been up....Lee Stanley, 
General Manager of our CATV system, has been present....our 
agendas have been abundant....our scope of discussion has been 
diverse. 


Early in the year, a petition was presented to the Commis-— 
sion by some residents of No. Berwick suggesting that Channel 56 
remain and that Channel 51 go. N. E. CATV's position was that 
they would experiment with Channel 51 for a few months. Subse- 
quently, a questionnaire was sent to a sampling of the area 
viewers. a 15% response showed conclusively that the area view- 
ers were happy with the shift from Channel 56 to Channel 51. 


Many minor area complaints were settled by the area repre- 
sentatives without referral to the full commission. 


The original franchise agreement drawn in 1981 was reviewed 
by the Commission. It is our opinion that there be no changes 
and we have no recommendations. The agreement is working and 
should remain status quo. 


A construction report of the CATV activities in 1987 is 
included. Also, included is a schedule of planned extensions 
for 1988. 


N. E. CATV has, upon request, supplied the Commission with 
an updated subscriber list and an estimated franchise fee sche- 


dule. This is also made a part of this annual report. 


N. E. CATV has assured the Commission that no more than 
$1.00 increase in the basic rate should be anticipated for 1988. 


Our meetings are held on a periodic basis (generally at the 
Dunaway Center in Ogunquit) and are open to the public.

WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees of the Wells Sanitary 
District present their annual report to the District's customers 
and the taxpayers of Wells. 


The year of 1987 will certainly be remembered as the year 
the sewer user charges went down. The District's customers 
average sewer bill declined from $195.00 dollars per year to 
$180.00 dollars per year. This unprecedented reduction now 
makes the District's fees the least costly of any sewer district 
in the surrounding area. We are sure there are many customers 
who can well remember when the Wells Sanitary District was 
accused of having the highest rates in the area. 


Sludge disposal continues to be a challenge, as readers of 
last years report may remember, the District purchased a machine 
for the purpose of converting the liquid sludge to a solid cake 
of sludge. Unfortunately, due to circumstances beyond the Dis- 
trict's control, the sludge dewatering machine was two months 
late in becoming operational. This two month time delay caused 
numerous problems for the staff. Several employees worked seven 
days a week for several weeks in order to alleviate this problem. 
Another sludge disposal problem is the continual lack of suitable 
sites on which to land spread the lime-stabilized sludge once it 
has been dewatered. Wells, historically speaking, was never a 
large agricultural community. Therefore, the Board retained a 
consultant who specializes in the recycling of natural resources. 
It is hoped by this action that the District will be able to 
solve it's nagging disposal site problem for the foreseeable 
future. 


The sewer impact fee that the Board enacted during 1986 
continued to be successful through this past year. The impact 
fee will allow the District to provide sewer capacity to the 
people who desire it. However, to obtain this reserve capacity 
from the District the developer is required to pay an impact fee 
which is the estimated cost of replacing the capacity used by the 
new project. With this impact charge in effect our customers 
should not have to have a rate increase for the purpose of ex- 
panding the District's immediate service area. A word of caution 
however, the District's impact fee has raised certain legal 
questions. Until such time as the court resolves this matter, 
we should not expand our system in accordance with the District's 
master plan. 


The Board of Trustees held 12 regular meetings and 5 special 
meetings in 1987. The Board's meetings are slated in advance, 
and the public is invited to attend.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During 1986, the Wells Conservation Commission was named 
"Resource Conservationist of the Year" by the York County Soil 
and Water Conservation District. 


The Commission feels that this award is shared by the citi- 
zens of Wells, who voted overwhelmingly at Town Meeting to begin 
our Land Bank Fund. The Land Bank Fund will be used to preserve 
environmentally valuable lands: wildlife habitat, wetlands, 
scenic landscapes, and woodland trails for hiking, hunting, 
fishing, snowshoeing, and skiing. 


The Commission will ask the Town to contribute to our Land 
Bank Fund each year. To help decide which lands are most valu- 
able, the Commission has completed a document called "Criteria 
for Ranking Environmentally Valuable Lands" which includes nine 
categories: freshwater wetland, coastal wetland, groundwater, 
wildlife, scenic value, open space, farmland, recreation, and 
feasibility of protecting land. 


To protect these lands, the commission has investigated ways 
other than zoning, such as buying from (or swapping with) willing 
sellers, receiving donations of land that would give the donor a 
federal tax break, and receiving easements (i.e. development 
rights) that would lower the landowner's assessment, but still 
allow the landowner rights of timber or pasturage. 


We need the help of many townspeople in discovering and 
ranking our town's natural resources, and in finding acceptable 
means to preserve them for the future. : 

In other work, the Commission has continued work searching 
titles and boundaries on the Fenderson donation (in the Perkins- 
town region) with help from Jean Noone, an associate Supervisor 
of the Soil Conservation District, at no cost to the Town. The 
town has again sent two junior high students to the Maine Conser- 
vation School for a week of environmental education, and the 
Commission has performed Environmental Reviews of numerous devel- 
opment proposals, at the request of the Site Review Board and 
the Planning Board. 


Finally, Commissioner Nancy McReel obtained a state grant 
to construct a nature walk called "Wetlands Overlook Trail" on 
the Town-owned land at the Harbor. The well-marked trail 
features binoculars (for those who forgot to bring a pair) and 
benches (for those who want to take a load off). Please feel 
welcome to walk the Trail and enjoy the lovely scenery of the 
Harbor where the Town itself owns to the low water mark! 
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HARBOR MASTER REPORT 


The year 1987 was a very productive year. I started the 
year by working on the "Pride of Wells", a recent purchase of a 
U. S. Navy surplus submarine tender. 


Bill Shuman, a local boat-builder and myself, along with 
alot of local help, built a new cabin, sandblasted, filled, 
painted and refitted a rescue boat that the Town of Wells could 
be proud of. We launched it on a cold day in March. Throughout 
the season, the "Pride" has proven her worth. I've had (43) 
rescues and call outs during the season. Some of them were done 
during dangerous situations. The "Pride" handled all situations 
like a "Champion". 


During the 1987 season, I put in a total of (146) moorings. 
That is more moorings than has ever been in the ''Wells Harbor". 
This was accomplished with less water in the harbor than we ever 
had. 


We, the Town, are close to dredging. The year 1988 should 
be a very favorable year for the "Town of Wells"

This fourth building, located upon the site of the original 
church, was built in 1862 when Wells and our country were engaged 
in the throes of the Civil War. To commemorate the "building" 
the Society offered a community concert in October, featuring 
the Wells Branch Brass Quartet. Other community concerts inclu- 
ded the Easter and Christmas Cantatas by the Congregational 
Church Choir. 


Another commemorative this year, the signing of the Consti- 
tution, was researched by the Society. Information about Wells' 
delegates, Moses Hemmenway and Thomas Wells, was provided for 
Kennebunk High School's "Hancock Scholars". 


The Museum's Library is used extensively year round by 
researchers and genealogists. Over 250 people signed the 
library's register this past year. 


The Museum itself is opened for group tours by appointment 
and during the summer months every Thursday from 1-4 P.M. An- 
nually the third graders from both Wells and Ogunquit tour the 
facility. Approximately 225 tourists and residents took advan- 
tage of these tours this year. Tourists from Ohio, California, 
Texas, New Hampshire, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Massachusetts, 
Missouri, New York, Wisconsin, Rhode Island, Florida, North 
_ Carolina, Vermont, Alabama, Indiana, Maine and the country of 
Scotland signed our guest book. 


Each year more artifacts are donated to the Museum and we 
now proudly display the town's Bicentennial Quilt. 


The Education Committee of the Society has been actively 
promoting local history in our Wells/Ogunquit School System. 
The Elementary School successfully held "Wells History Day" in 
October with intentions of making this an annual event. The 
Junior and Senior High School's Social Studies Departments are 
also reviewing their curriculum with a Society representative 
for the purpose of suitable implementation of Wells History at 
these levels. 


"WAVES AND FURROWS", the Soceity's newsletter, was initiated 
this year and is made available to all members three times a 
year. It contains a variety of local historical and genealogi- 


cal info, as well as current activities of the Society and its 
committees. 


Another major accomplishment was the writing of the town 
of Wells' Cemetery Ordinance by the Society's Cemetery Committee, 
and having it accepted by the townspeople. Individual family 
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plots continue to be brought to the attention of committee mem- 
bers, who are continuing to document by pictures, noting location 
and condition of each. The Planning Boards of both Wells and 
Ogunquit have referred potential developers to the committee 

for determination if a cemetery is on the property in question. 


The maintenance and preservation of a building the age and 
size of the Historic First Church requires many hours in "labors 
of love". Thanks to overseer, Evan Luce, and his assistant, 
Charles MacDonald, many of these tasks are completed quite com- 
petently. However, there are tasks for which the Society must 
hire professionals. 


One such anticipated task will be replacing the shingles 
on the roof of the Sanctuary. The present shingles appear to 
be "on borrowed time'' and replacement costs have been estimated 
in the $9,000 range with an additional $1,500 just for removal 
and disposal of the old asbestos. 


Although fund raising is attempted by the small group of 
active members, the preservation of this historic landmark needs 
assistance from all. 


We wish to thank the townspeople for their approval in the 
past for the Society's request for assistance. Your generosity 
is appreciated and these monies will be used for preservation. 


The time and care contributed by the handful of volunteers 
make the Museum a valuable asset to our community. We are in- 
deed grateful for the many hours donated by the few, but do 
encourage and request the support of additional people. We have 
a commitment to educate, not only our own community, but also 
our tourists to the historic significance of our seacoast area.

The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under the 
Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating a 
system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. A certif- 
icate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine 
Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full time director and 
five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. 


oy eee ting Polici 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and 
improvements are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 
of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. De- 
preciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs are 
being amortized on a straight line basis over a ten year period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight line basis over the 
40 year term of the bonds. 


Contributions in Aid of Construction - Customers pay for a portion of 
special facilities constructed for their use. The entire cost of the 
project is recorded in the property accounts, and the payments received 
from customers are recorded in the contributions account.

Note 4 - Sewer Impact Fee 


During 1986, the District implemented a sewer impact fee for all new commercial 
construction and residential development projects for which occupancy permits had 
not been issued prior to April 24, 1986. This impact fee was assessed on the 
basis of the design flow impact of the projects on the District's reserve 
capacity at a rate of $4.19 per gallon. Amounts collected have been invested and 
will be applied against future capital outlay of the District. See Note 5 
regarding legal action related to this matter. 


Note 5 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1987 there were claims and disputed items in connection with the 
construction project; the District has filed cross-claims against other parties 
on these matters. In the opinion of legal counsel any potential liability to the 
District should be recoverable from the other parties and there would be no 
significant effect on the financial position of the District. 


In relation to the sewer impact fee referred to in Note 4, a legal action was in 
progress requesting a declaratory judgment on the validity of the impact rate 
charge. As of December 31, 1987 judgement had not yet been rendered. 


The District has a non-contributory pension plan coverning all full-time 
employees who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan is funded by 


insurance contracts. The cost to the District was $8,712 in 1987 and $8,481 in 
1986.

Pursuant to the FmHA bond issue of April, 1981, the District is required to set 
aside $6,947 annually until a reserve of $69,467 is established. Amounts set 
aside in this reserve fund are treated as an appropriation of retained earnings.

Budgetary control over certain grants accounted for in the special 
revenue funds is maintained on the basis of the fiscal periods of the 
grants. Accordingly, a statement of revenues and expenditures - 
budget and actual for special revenue funds for the year ended 
December 31, 1987 is not presented as required by generally accepted 
accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of the matters referred to in 
the second and third paragraphs of this report, the general purpose 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial 
position of the Town of Wells, Maine, at Detember 31, 1987, and the 
results of its operations and changes in fund balances for the year 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


A summary of significant accounting policies used in the prepara- 
tion of the financial statements follows: 


A. Fund Accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds or 
group of accounts described below, each of which is deemed to 
be a separate accounting entity. 


Governmental Funds 


The financial operations of each fund are accounted for in a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts which represent the 
fund's assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expen- 
ditures or expenses. 


General Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for de- 
livery of services traditionally provided by a municipal 
government, which are not accounted for in other funds, are 
accounted for in the General Fund. These services include, 
among other things, general government, public safety, high- 
ways and streets, public works, education and recreation. 


Capital Project Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the 
acquisition, construction or improvement of major capital 
facilities are accounted for in the Capital Project Fund. 
Such resources are derived principally from proceeds of gen- 
eral obligation bond issues and from federal and state grants. 


Special Revenue Funds 


Special Revenue Funds are used to account for Federal Revenue 
Sharing and funds appropriated from the General Fund restrict- 
ed to expenditure for specified purposes. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used by the 
Town in its capacity-~-of trustee are accounted for in Trust 
Funds. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are those whose principal 
must be preserved intact and are most often used to account 
for the principal portion of endowments provided in the Town 
by private donors with the stipulation that their principal be 
preserved intact. Expendable Trust Funds are those whose 
principal and income may be expended in the course of their

Basis of Accounting 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are account- 
ed for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Reve- 
nues are recognized when they become measurable and available 
to meet expenditures. Taxpayer-assessed income and gross 
receipts are considered "measurable" when in the hands of the 
Town and are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Deferred property tax revenue represents unpaid taxes and re- 
dated liens collected sixty-one or more days after year end. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified ac- 
crual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is 
incurred, except for principal and interest on general long- 
term debt which is recognized when due. 


Materials and supplies are considered expended when purchased 
and inventory is not reflected in the financial statements. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost. 


E. Municipal Pension Plan 


All Town employees are covered by the Maine State Retirement 
System. Pension costs to the Town are actuarially determined 
by the state. Prior service costs are being amortized over 
fifteen years.

F. Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are ‘accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements. 


Budgeting and Budgetary Control 


The authority of the budget committee is limited to recommenda- 
tions which are equal to or less than the requests of the depart- 
ments and organizations associated with municipal and school 
district operation. The final authority for budget development 
lies with the respective governing bodies: the board of select- 
men and the board of trustees. 


At the annual Town meeting the citizens of Wells vote upon the 
appropriations recommended by the selectmen and budget commit- 
tee. At the end of the year all appropriations lapse unless 
specifically continued by resolution of the selectmen. 


Budgetary control over intergovernmental grants (other than 
federal revenue sharing which is included in the general fund for 
budgetary reporting purposes), which are accounted for in the 
Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary trust fund, iS maintained on 
the basis of the fiscal period of the grant which does not cor- 
respond to the Town's fiscal period. Since such grant is legally 
budgeted on the basis of its fiscal period a budgetary comparison 
with the actual results of operations is not presented.

All employees holding qualified positions as defined by the 
Town's retirement plan are eligible for participation in the 
Maine State Retirement System, a cost-sharing multiple employer 
public employee retirement system. 


Contributions to the plan from the General Fund amounted to 
$68,084 during 1987. There was no accrued prior service cost at 
June 30, 1987, Net assets available for benefits total 
$1,719,758 and the actuarial present value of accumulated plan 
benefits are $1,411,626. 


The Maine State Retirement System is unable to furnish the dis- 
closure information required under Governmental Accounting Stan- 
dards Board Statement No. 5 Disclosure of Pension Information by 
Public Employee Retirement Systems and State and Local Government 
Employees.

Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary 


The Wells National Estuarine Sanctuary was established under the 
Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972 as amended and was dedicated 
in 1986 to be a natural field laboratory for education and re- 
search about estuaries. In 1982 the townspeople authorized the 
selectmen to establish and enter into contracts to manage a 
national estuarine reserve at no cost to the Town. Sources of 
funds have been the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion, the state of Maine and privately raised funds by the 
Laudholm Trust.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


I am pleased to present my first viewpoint of the Town 
for the 1988 Town Report. In my capacity as Town Manager 
since December 5, 1988, I offer the following report. r 

1988 has been a year of both transition and change for 
the community. Continual growth serves as the catalyst for 
the changes to the town. The community, based on a 21% growth 
rate, is in transition from operating as a small town to 
evolving into a more centralized managed municipality. The 
November vote to consolidate the fire service under the 
municipal fire chief is a case in point. 


The Town of Wells is posed for the 1990's as the community 
started in 1988 to revise their Comprehensive Plan. The plan 
will be undertaken to help eliminate unexpected spikes in the 
municipal tax rate by planning our capital projects and programs. 


As the third Town Manager in 1988, I want to thank Fred 
Breslin and Interim Manager Norris Stilphen for their assistance 
to the community and especially to the Board of Selectmen and 
all town employees for managing through a very challenging year. 
The results of 1988 are a brand new Town Hall on Route 109 and 
a new Fire Station at Wells Corner. A Central Communication 
Center is planned but as yet not built in the Public Safety 
Complex. The Wells Police Department has expanded into the 
old town hall facility and has remodeled several offices. 


1988 also saw the hiring of a new Transfer Station Manager, 
Manager of the Wells Reserve, Town Engineer and many new 
employees as others left the service of the community. 


Finally, the hot summer of 1988 produced increased revenue 
for the community from its expanded parking facilities but also 
caused the Town to again realize that traffic congestion on 
the Route One corridor is its worst enemy for its largest 
industry, Tourism. Attempts are underway to work towards 
relieving this problem. 


I look forward to being the Town Manager of Wells and 
working with its citizens over the years to come.

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BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


129. Change of Name or Address 


When a voter's name is changed by marriage or other 
process of law or when he moves within a municipality, the 
following provisions apply. 


1. Notice. The voter must give written notice to the 
registrar of his new and former names or address before the 
close of registrations prior to election day. 


2. Correction of Name or Address. The registrar shall 
correct the voter's name or address on the voting list, and he 
may then vote under his new name or in his new district on 
election day. 


A. In a municipality which has more than one voting 
district, if a voter has changed his address and votes 
absentee after the close of registration, he must send 
a written notice of his new address along with his 
absentee application notifying the board of registra- 
tion of his new address. A certificate containing 
his name and new address shall be directed to the 
warden of his new voting place to be attached to the 
incoming voting list on election day. 


3. Failure to Notify. If a voter fails to notify the 
registrar of his change of name or address before the close of 
registrations, he must appear before the registrar on election 
day and follow the procedure outlined in Section 661, if he 
wishes to vote, unless the registrar has already made the 
correction in following the procedure prescribed by Section 128. 


4. Publication of Substance. The registrar shall publish 
the substance of this section along with the notice required 
by Section 125.

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NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


According to the Laws of the State of Maine, each owner 
of a dog age six months or older, shall on/or before January 
lst, annually, cause such dog to be licensed in the Municipal 
Clerk's office in the town where such dog is kept. Applicant 
must provide proof that such dog has been immunized against 
rabies. The Clerk shall accept only Maine Certificates. 


A fee of $6.50 shall be paid for each license issued on 
all dogs capable of producing young, male or female. Each 
dog shall be considered capable of producing young unless a, 
certificate issued by a veterinarian stating that the dog has 
been made incapable of producing young. When such certification 
accompanies the application, the fee shall be $3.00. 


Kennel licenses are issued for a collection of dogs kept 
in a single location under one ownership for breeding, hunting, 
show, training, field trials and exhibition purposes. The 
dogs must be kept in a "proper enclosure" which must be 
inspected and certified by an officer in charge of animal 
control. Said certification must be presented to the Clerk 
prior to the issuance of a kennel license. 


Licenses may be obtained through the mail. Simply send 
the required certificates along with a check made payable to 
TOWN OF WELLS and S.A.S.E. to the Town Clerk's Office. 


The Town of Wells has an ANIMAL CONTROL ORDINANCE. It 
is unlawful for any owner to permit any dog to roam or run 
within the limits of the town. Dogs must be leashed or under 
voice control at all times on all public ways and private 
property. Any dog found running at large shall be impounded 
at the Animal Shelter on Finson Road. Owners may reclaim 
their dog by first licensing, if applicable, and by paying 
a fee of $25.00 to the Town. Owner will also be responsible 
for any additional costs incurred by the dog at the Shelter.

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WELLS POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This year 1988 will be a year not soon forgotten by the 
members of the Police Department. In June we began renovation 
of the old Town Hall and moved into these new quarters later 
in the summer. In November we very proudly displayed the new 
Wells Public Safety Headquarters during a week-end open house. 
Some of the work was done by off duty officers who used their 
skills as carpenters and painters. At the close of 1988, the 
renovations are nearly complete and we hope to move into the 
new Communications Center early in 1989. We will, in 1989, 
hold another open house during National Law Enforcement Week 
in May. I would like to invite all of the citizens of Wells 
to visit your Police Department during Law Enforcement Week. 


Officers Roger Green and Jack Haubois graduated from the 
Maine Criminal Justice Academy Basic Police School in 1988. 
Officer Green was the recipient of the academy's Professionalism 
Award and Officer Haubois received the Firearms Proficiency 
Award. Officer Ruth Berg completed the D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse 
and Resistance Education) in October and she will be presenting 
this internationally known program in the Wells/Ogunquit School 
System in 1989. 


Several drug arrests were made in Wells during 1988 
resulting in the seizure of over 100 grams of cocaine, marijuana, 
firearms and over $1,000 in cash. The police department 
received $10,300.00 from the Federal Government as our share 
of seized assets from the activities of the York County Cocaine 
Task Force. Drug investigations are expensive and require 
many man hours and departmental resources. The Wells Police 
Department will continue to work with other Local, State and 
Federal authorities in our fight against drug abuse. 


In 1988 several of our officers formed the Wells Police 
Department Color Guard and have represented the Town in 
parades and ceremonies. These officers spent their own money 
on equipment and uniforms and used their own time to train. 

I would like to thank these officers for their dedication and 
esprit de corps. 


The Police Department handled a total of 6,858 calls for 
service in 1988 and a condensed summary of those complaints 
are listed below: 


Thefts 343 Burglaries 91 
Assaults 66 Motor Vehicle Thefts FL 
Domestic Complaints 103 Civil Disturbances 372 
Criminal Mischief 523 Motor Vehicle Accidents 437 
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Our rapid growth and huge influx of tourists continues to 
tax all of the Police Departments resources. I believe that 
it is important to develop long term plans and strategies to 
deal with future law enforcement problems. It is more effective 
and less expensive to prepare for the future instead of reacting 


to its dilemmas. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Department Heads, 
the Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager for their support 
and professional leadership during 1988.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


1988 was a very busy year. Many jobs were accomplished 
which were neither budgeted for nor planned. First comes 
spring clean up time and storm damage repairs left from the 
winter. 


Excavating and grading at the new town office site took 
a considerable amount of time in equipment and man hours. 
Excavating and grading at the new parking lots at the Harbor 
Lower Landing Road was also time consuming. We also spent a 
considerable amount of time fencing and grading the parking 
lot/playground off Mile Road. 


The drainage project that we completed on Atlantic Avenue 
is working very effectively and taking care of a serious 
drainage problem. 


This seemed to be the year for replacing culverts. We 
replaced underground culvert pipes in most roads that were 
scheduled for paving as well as driveway culverts. Our paving 
program is progressing quite smoothly although construction 
activity and heavy over-the-road trucking has done a lot of 
damage to our roads. 


fete Urine ana the removal of diseased trees account for 
a dangerous situation by removing dead tree limbs overhanging 
our public roads. 


We replaced our underground storage tanks with two new 
five-thousand gallon gas and diesel tanks and two new fuel 
pumps to keep in line with state rules and regulations 
governing these hazardous situations. 


In the near future, we along with other municipalities, 
will be mandated by the State Legislature to construct a 
storage building for our winter salt and sand mix. Built at 
state specifications and size, the State will pay for half 
the construction cost. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the members of 
the Highway Department for the many completed projects and 
jong cold hours they put in in an effort to insure the safety 
of our citizens, and to the Town Officials for all their 
support. A very special thank you goes to the office staff 
whose extra work helps keep our wheels turning. Your efforts 
are very much appreciated. Thank you all.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Various library staff members attended a one day Public 
Relations Conference at the South Portland Library; the annual 
meeting of the Maine Library District on automation at the , 
Shawmut Inn; a half day "Reference Books for Small Libraries; 
panel at the Sanford Library; an afternoon "Circulation Plus" 
workshop at Rice Library; as well as courtesy visits to the York 
High School Library and York Public Library. 


These meetings update library skills and provide an 
exchange for new ideas and serve as a forum for library 
cooperation within York County. 


In addition, brief trips were made by members of the 
Building Committee to Exeter, Sanford, Springvale, Kennebunk, 
Kennebunkport and Dyer Libraries for ideas on libraries and 
their design and an opportunity to analyze the buildings of 
architects competing for work on the Wells Library addition. 


The Library Director met monthly through 1988 with the 
school librarians to develop a scope and sequence for library 
training from kindergarten to twelfth grade. The focus was 
on developing library skills, a tool which gives young people 
the ability to use libraries to increase knowledge and enjoy. 
books throughout life. 


The Wells Public Library is probably the only library 
in Maine, and possibly the world, to house its own petroglyph. 
Reginald Chase's grandfather, Captain Austin S. Guest, found 
this boulder at Wells Beach in 1953. We are honored that 
Mr. Chase decided to present this American Indian petroglyph 
to the library for permanent display in the town where it 
originated. It occupies a place of honor and attracts much 
interest among scholars, Wells residents and tourists. 


Mrs. Barbara Bush sent her regrets at not being able to 
attend our Tenth Anniversary Celebration and said in her 
letter "...libraries have a very special place in my heart 
and it has been my pleasure to encourage public use, appreciation 
and support for libraries and to be a ‘cheerleader' for both 
literacy and libraries". 


Governor John McKernan's letter said that the Wells 


Public Library "has provided countless hours of enjoyment, 
discovery and companionship for all of you". 
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Senators Cohen and Mitchell autographed their book, 
"Men of Zeal'', for the library. The poster by first prize 
winner, Hillary Dickerson, was matted and framed and will be 
permanently displayed in the Children's Room of the proposed 
library addition. 


Friends of the Library contributed greatly to an out- 
standingly successful year at the Wells Public Library. They 
sponsored the large book and bakes sales, a three day Craft 
Fair, a Fashion Show from the 1800's summer instructors for 
the children to learn about Maine Indians, guest lecturers 
Tim Dietz on "Whales" and Hannah Ruth talking about "Petro- 
glyphs" of Maine and finishing up the year with an enthusi- 
astic book discussion group co-sponsored by the National 
Endowment tor the Humanities and the Maine State Library. 


"Let's Talk About it in Maine" was the overall theme 
and the specific topic Wells Library selected was "Entering 
Nature". From 30 to 35 adults met over coffee on alternate 
Wednesday evenings with Bowdoin College faculty members to 
discuss five books on nature over a span of ten weeks. Dis- 
cussion leaders, Ann Mecham, Tjaake Heidema, Diane Abbott 
and Wilhemina Pilger, assisted in the groups and encouraged 
a mind-expanding journey into the works of five famous authors. 
This is what libraries are all about about and there will be 
more of these programs in 1989. 


Short-term goals are to start a trial video tape cir- 
culation service. Estimated start-up date is March 1989. 
Tapes will be loaned to us for a six week period by Maine 
State Library and will encompass a variety of subjects 
including Nova, Living Planet, Faerie Tale Theatre, gardening, 
home-improvement, travel, etc. If these prove successful, 
we will consider a start-up collection with purchases from 
the audio visual budget allocation.

When the history books on Wells are written, 1988 will be 
the year of the Wells Fire Department. Records will show that 
we, with the support of the people of Wells, had the foresight 
to plan for the future of the fire service. By sacrificing 
their individuality, the members of the Wells Corner Hose 
Company and the Highpine Fire Association gave of themselves 
for the community they serve. 


The year, more political oriented than fire, was marked 
by an increase in responses but a decrease in severity. Two 
fires required rescues to be accomplished, one was a small 
baby rescued by a neighbor, the other the rescue of a woman 
from a burning building by Roger Green. Most of the other 
incidents were small in comparison. Two other members of our 
department, Bill Kelby, revival of a choking victim in Ogunquit, 
and James Wheeler, successful C.P.R. on a victim in N.Berwick, 
are to be commended for their actions above and beyond the 
call of duty. 


The year also brings an end to my command of the department. 
I am thankful for the support of the town and my people as we 
completed our five year plan for the department. Some of our 
accomplishments over the five years include: 


Reorganization of Highpine in 1983 with manpower, apparatus, 
equipment, and first responders. Establishment of a central 
police/fire communications system with 24 hour/7 day coverage. 
Merger, in 1986, of the Wells Corner/Highpine Districts. Thirty 
members trained to state level firefighter I. A new station 
and engine at Wells Corner as well as the procurement of heavy 
duty vehicle extrication equipment, breathing apparatus, 
turnout gear and medical equipment. The fire department survey 
and ultimately the single fire chief administration. 


The Wells Fire Department is prepared to go forward and 
meet its commitments to the residents of Wells. You granted 
us "Public Trust" on November 8, and we will fulfill our 
obligations.

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SOLID WASTE TRANSFER STATION AND RECYCLING FACILITY 


Here at the Transfer Station, we recycle our newspaper, 
cardboard and aluminum cans along with our green, brown and 
white glass. We are happy to say that the residents of Wells 
have put a big effort into the recycling program. 


Wells also has a clean wood and brush pile which can be 
burned once a week as long as no hazardous waste is put in it 
as we are under strict rules and regulations by the State of 
Maine. We also have a metal pile where all white goods and 
other clean metal can be put. There is over 100 tons of 
metal in this pile. As residents know, we started charging 
for all white goods. All metals with a capacitor in them are 
$15 each i.e. washer, refrigerators and dishwashers. All 
items without these capacitors are still $5 each. 


We also have demo boxes where the residents can put 
hazardous waste and other items which cannot be burned or 
taken to MERC. These items are weighed and the cost is 6¢ 
a pound to dispose of. 


Since we have been hauling to MERC this year, we have 
taken around 6,090 tons. However, we do expect an increase 
in the trash for the following year. 


At the Transfer Station, we have a new Jordan-Milton 
Catepillar which enables the men to keep the floor cleaned 
up faster for more prompt service to our haulers. We also 
have a new Tri-Axle Trailer which we will be using to haul 
our metal and other debris at the Transfer Station. We feel 
that both of these machines will make a big difference in 
the up-coming year. 


We realize that there are alot of new rules and regula- 
tions at the Transfer Station and we hope that these rules 
will make things easier for the residents of Wells. 


We would like to thank all the employees at the Transfer 
Station for all their hard work along with the residents of 
Wells for their cooperation in the recycling program. We 
hope to see more people joining us in this program in 1989.

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REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Cynthia Rounds was hired in October as a replacement 
secretary in the office. Her skills and experience make her 
presence in the office a most welcomed addition. With the 
help of our new computer capabilities which we await in 1989 
Cindy can begin getting the Code Enforcement Office records 
in order. 


The building and development activity has continued 
during 1988. Although the total number of permits processed 
was down slightly, the pace continues. 


Building permits were written for 163 new dwelling units 
in 1988, 110 stick-built, 48 mobile homes and 5 duplexes. The 
total estimated value of all new dwelling units permitted was 
$10,650,200. There were six new commercial projects with the 
estimated value of $2,058,500. Total building permits written 
in 1988 were 559 with applicants estimated value of $16,115,670. 
In addition to the building permits, 273 plumbing permits were 
written. Revenues from permit fees for 1988 amounted to 
$40,989.80. An additional $12,885.00 was assessed developers 
for new required parking spaces. 


Although the office is generally filled with applicants 
for permits or people preparing material to present to reviewing 
boards, we would urge any citizen who may have a question or 
concern about your land use regulations to call Assistant 
Barbara Gagnon or the Code Enforcement Officer to discuss your 
concerns. Your input is an important factor in implementating 
the Town's regulations. 1989 will see implementation of many 
new elements in land use enforcement which has been mandated 
by new State legislature. 


For all of us in the Code Enforcement Office, I would 
like to thank those citizens who have helped make our work 
a little easier, and a special thank you to the Town Manager 
and the Board of Selectmen for their support.

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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


During 1988, the new Wells Municipal Building was completed 
with the assistance of the Wells Board of Selectmen, Town 
Manager, Town Employees, Taxpayers, and the majority of sub- 
contractors. We had to overcome a few problems upon occupancy 
and are still in the process of balancing heating :and air 
conditioning systems, obtaining lawn care and landscaping bids. 
Our new entrance sign will be installed in January. We will 
need an emergency generating system in the future to protect 
our heating and water systems during power outages and for 
emergency lights for egress. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, we made weekly 
inspections of the Fire Station construction after rough 
framing and masonry work was completed and reported our 
findings at their bi-weekly meetings. 


We continued to assist the Code Enforcement Officers and 
regulatory boards with project inspections, site drainage work 
and analyses of structural and utility designs. The Town of 
Wells needs to establish minimum building standards to protect 
home builders and new home buyers. The State of Maine has 
promulgated new insulation standards but, as yet, has not come 
forward with an inspection program. We assisted the Code 
Enforcement Officer and regulatory boards in reviewing twelve 
hydrology and/or drainage projects for commercial development 
during 1988 and documented 103 hours. The Selectmen voted at 
mid-year to charge developers for this service. 


We worked with the Wells Highway Department surveying and 
designing surface drainage for Atlantic Avenue. We are 
currently in the process of designing a drainage system for 
a problem at the intersection of Route 9 and Skinners Mills 
Road which is dependent on obtaining drainage easements. 


We recently assisted our solid waste recycling personnel 
with an upgrading of site drawing and D.E.P. form documentation 
for a steel storage building to be erected in early 1989. 


We are looking forward to assisting Town Departments with 
their new projects in 1989 and beyond. We want to thank our 
past and present Town Managers, the Board of Selectmen, Town 
employees and the taxpayers for their assistance and comments 
in helping to make Wells a better community for working, 
resting and recreation.

The second 
phase does need more money appropriated in order to provide 
loam and seed. It is hoped that the townspeople will see this 
project through. 


The Commissioners are also actively working with the Wells/ 
Ogunquit Committee of Service Organizations to gather and plan 
as a total effort to have a Community Building. We are very 
excited about this effort, with the Communities help, we can 
make the Community Building a reality. 
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Many hours were put into the training of coaches for the 
Youth Sports.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS CLAM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1988 started out as a disappointing year due to the 
closing of all flats because of pollution. If this committee 
is to function properly, something will have to be done to | 
right this situation. 


The commission did carry on inspite of the above and 
trapped 85,739 green crabs. This was an increase of about 
3,000 over 1987. The larger number probably reflects the 
fact that more traps were enplovss rather than an increase 
of crabs in the area. 


Approximately 380,000 seeds were grown in our nursery 
on the dock. The new pump we purchased was responsible for 
twice the growth rate over past years. The seeds were divided 
in half and planted in Doctor's Creek and First Flats. Nets 
were placed over them so that the crabs coud not feed on 
them. We plan to continue the trapping and the growing of 
seed in 1989 under our present methods. 


The Budget Committee asked us not to request the yearly 
$3,000 for our building. We still hope that in the not too 
distant future that the laboratory will become a reality. 
This will allow us to more than double our capacity and 
introduce the school system to a marine biology program.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During 1988 the Conservation Commission continued 
creating an evaluation form for rating environmentally valuable 
lands; reviewed the impacts of several projects for the Site 
Review Board; lobbied the State to purchase land from willing 
sellers in York County; and participated in the recruiting of 
the Town’s Comprehensive Plan. The Commission initiated a 
series of meetings aimed at protecting the source of the 
town's public water supply, the Branch Brook Aquifer. Our 
efforts have resulted in formation of the Branch Brook Aquifer 
Committee which will report a plan for protection to the Town 
during the coming year. 


In 1989 we will complete our inventory of town lands 
especially valuable for wildlife habitat and for low-intensive 
outdoor recreation i.e. fishing, hunting, snowshoeing, biking, 
hiking and skiing. 


The Conservation Commission welcomes suggestions from 
any citizen on ways to protect or enhance the natural resources 
of this beautiful town. If you have an interest, please call 
the Town Manager's Office or any of the Commissioners.

KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT AND WELLS WATER DISTRICT 
ANNUAL TRUSTEES REPORT 1988 


The Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells Water District was 
established in 1921 by an act of the Maine State Legislature. 
The District serves an area which includes the Towns of 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Wells, Ogunquit, small portions of 
Arundel, Biddeford (Biddeford Pool), and York, and is directed 
by a four-member Board of Trustees, each elected from the 
Towns of Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Ogunquit and Wells. 


Despite a downturn in real estate sales, the trend of new 
housing and commercial building construction continued at a 
high rate during 1988. Customer growth added to an unusually 
hot and dry summer season caused new water consumption records 
to be set. On July 9th, District customers used a record 
5.03 million gallons of water, a 9.6% increase over the 
previous 4.59 million gallon peak recorded in 1987. 


Major improvements to the distribution and transmission 
system accomplished in 1988 by Water District construction 
erews included the installation of approximately 7000 feet 
of pipe. Most of these improvements were installed to meet 
the needs of growth and were partially financed out of system 
development charge funds. 


In Kennebunk, existing 8" and 6" mains in Cat Mousam Road 
and Main Street, West Kennebunk were upgraded to 16" and 12" 
mains respectively. Coupled with the West Kennebunk booster 
station renovation work accomplished in late 1987, fire 
protection in the West Kennebunk Village area has been 
substantially improved. Other projects of significant 
importance included replacement of old mains on Ontio Hill 
in Ogunquit and the Wildes District in Kennebunkport. Both 
of these projects were included in the District's long-range 
comprehensive plan. 


The Trustees have approved the purchase and installation 
of an automated meter reading system that will allow the 
transfer of water meter readings from a hand-held portable 
field data-collection device to the District's computer. 

This system will not only Save on computer operator input 
time but will reduce the chance for errors. In addition, 
to increase meter reading efficiency, the meter reading 
routes will be completely resequenced. 


In 1988, the District retained a consultant engineering 
firm, Cam, Dresser & McKee of Boston, to conduct a study to 
determine what effect conservation measures would have in 
producing cost effective ways of reducing water demand. These 
studies were performed in compliance with a stipulation 
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agreement with the Public Utilities Commission as a condition 
of the approval of the District's system development charge. 

In general the studies concluded that pricing water to 
encourage conservation (rate structure modifications) and 
direct installation (paid for by the District) of conservation 
equipment would not prove to be an effective way of reducing 
growth related costs by deferring capital improvement. However, 
it was recommended that the District continue to conduct its 
conservation device mailout program. Although customer response 
to this program has been somewhat limited, the District has 
plans to continue offering water saving devices. 


Earlier this year, the District's Trustees voted to 
support the Nature Conservancy's application the the "Land 
for Maine's Future" board for the purchase of approximately 
1450 acres of land located adjacent to Branch Brook, the 
District's primary water supply. This land is almost entirely 
within the aquifer watershed of Branch Brook and a signifi- 
cantly vulnerable area for development. In early December, 
the State board approved this project for purchase. 


The District has continued to make treatment plant 
improvements aimed at refining water quality. The installa- 
tion of new liquid bulk storage facilities. used in the 
treatment process along with new liquid metering pumps will 
increase accuracy and save costs. 


The District has been able to balance its extensive 
Capital Improvement Program with income and therefore minimize 
the need for rate increases. A rate increase has not been 
imposed since 1983 and no increase is expected in the near 
future. 


The Trustees appreciate the continuing support and 
cooperation of its customers, State and Municipal officials, 
plumbers and employees of the District.

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REGIONAL CABLE TV REGULATORY COMMISSION 


The commission has continued to meet every other month 
throughout the year. Meetings are held at the Dunaway Center 
in Ogunquit on the 2nd Thursday at 5:30 PM. The Commission . 
has enjoyed the continued support of the member towns, and 
commissioner attendance has been very high. 


There were a number of channel additions and a realignment 
of the channel placement on the dial this past year. Early 
spring saw the addition of C-Span II on channel #27. During 
the summer the Cable Value Network was added on channel #16 
to the other home shopping channels. The last addition was 
this past December with the addition of TNT on channel #29. 
With the three new channels on the air, channel #9, WMUR 
from Manchester, N.H. was dropped from the line-up and the 
French channel was moved to number 1/7 on the dial. 


The past year had 2744 subscribers of either Basic or 
Budget service (this does not include seasonal accounts) in 
the Town of Wells. Along with new additional service in the 
other towns, we have 7700 feet of new cable in Webhannet Woods, 
Butternut Trail and Emerson Drive. There were also some other 
smaller projects completed. 


The Security Deposit that had been collected on the 
converter boxes for the past five years was returned to the 
subscribers this past fall. This showed up as a credit on 
the December bills.

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WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 


It is with pleasure that the Trustees of the Wells Sanitary 
District present their annual report to the District's customers 
and the taxpayers of Wells. 


The Board believes that the most significant accomplishment 
at the District during 1988 is the District's continuing ability 
to maintain its present system of sewer user rates without a 
rate increase since 1983. As an example of cost saving measures 
implemented, the District installed a new radio alarm system 
directly linking the treatment plant with the District's seven 
remote pump stations. During 1988, the first year the system 
was in full operation, the new radio alarm system saved the 
District approximately $9,000. 


However, customers should be aware that this type of 
accomplishment becomes harder and harder to achieve as time 
goes on. For instance, the sludge disposal program which only 
three short years ago required $5,000 per year to operate, 
this year alone the District budgeted $30,000 to run the sludge 
disposal program. Further, it is anticipated that this program 
will require substantially more funding in 1989. 


As people may remember, the District in 1986 enacted a 
sewer impact charge. The reason for this impact charge was to 
allow the District to maintain sewer availability for all its 
future customers. Shortly after the impact charge was imple- 
mented, litigation was brought against the District in superior 
court. Unfortunately, the Court's ruling was adverse to the 
District. The District has appealed the Court's decision to 
the State Supreme Court. Should the District lose its appeal 
the repercussions will be enormous not only to the District 
mut co other Districts and utilities. 


The Board throughout the vear of 1988 has been studying 
the need for plant expansion. Early in the year, the District's 
engineers were retained to determine the plant's remaining 
capacity. They have estimated that by the end of 1991 that 
the District's wastewater treatment plant will be at more than 
90 percent of its licensed capacity. Although plant expansion 
will be costly, the Board is planning to phase in the expansion. 
By utilizing this method the Board hopes to alleviate rate 
increases. To that end, in the Fall the Board entered into a 
contract for the design of two new clarifiers. It is anticipated 
that the design shall be completed in the Spring of 1989. 
Construction is tentatively scheduled for the Fall of 1989. 
The construction phase is very tentative due to the impact 
law suit. 
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HARBOR MASTER REPORT 


The year 1988 was a year that alot of good things happened 
at the Harbor. I had 148 moorings set eventhough the Harbor 
had less water to work with so I had to utilize more of the 
Webhannet River. Hopefully in 1989 we will have a decent 
Harbor to work with. I have 45 new mooring blocks to rig 
up and set after the the Harbor is dredged. This will give 
uS approximately 200 moorings. 


We were able to put an addition on the Harbor Master's 
Office with the help of the following people: 


Ted Johnson furnished his knowledge and labor in 
the construction of the addition; 


Vander Forbes Jr. furnished the windows; 
Sid Hall furnished the roofing and labor; 


Norm Lessard and Robert Fitch furnished the 
electrical material and labor; and 


Chris Weurthner furnished the labor for drywall 
and painting. 


Along with the generosity of these people, the friends of 

the Harbor gave their time and labor to make the project a 
success. At this time, and in public, I the Harbor Master 
would like to thank everyone of them. 


I would also like to thank the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen and also the Highway Department for their 


cooperation and support. 


The "Pride of Wells" is still running like a "Champ" 
and up until Labor Day, I had 36 call-outs. 


The year 1989 should be and will be a very busy and 
exciting year and I'm looking forward to it.

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WELLS HARBOR ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


In September 1987 the Board of Selectmen appointed the 
Wells Harbor Advisory Committee. We were charged with the 
responsibility of seeking bids to lease the marina to a new 
operator and revamping the lease agreement. 


By December of 1987 it became apparent to us that the 
original intent of the townspeople was to have a parcel of 
land that was somewhat larger than was currently used, actually 
3.5 acres as opposed to the .6% of an acre being utilized by 
Mr. and Mrs. Hardy. In addition, the townspeople had provided 
for a modest number of boat slips and docks for marina use. 


Toward Christmas of 1987 the Advisory Committee also 
realized that if the original intent was to utilize 3.5 acres 
and that was to be a reality, then it was obvious public 
access would be diminished. We felt transient sailors with 
vehicles and trailers needed parking but equally important, 
the general public needed parking and the opportunity to enjoy 
all the activity that the harbor and estuary offer. 


December of 1987 was a tough month for us. We really got 
an education in several different ways from the state level, 
federal agencies and then realized the selectmen needed to 
set up a Special Town Meeting just to obtain the authority 
to save the land in question and complete the process of 
taking the Drakes Island Beach area for distribution of sand 
by eminent domain. 


On January 26, 1988 we gathered at the Town Hall in a 
record number for talks toward this issue. Several people 
told me we would lose soundly to the opposition. The meeting 
was moved to Wells High School. Dexter Shepard took the 
floor and presented our case very clearly and simply. After 
some debate from the general audience, Ed Mackel made a motion 
to amend our plans and clarify the intended use to exclude any 
development for restaurants, motels, etc. and use only for 
marine related business. The vote in favor was almost 
unanimous. 


After the January 26th Special Town Meeting, it was 
clear that we needed to be committed to the entire Wells 
Marina Restoration - yes, dredging included. 


Since January of 1988, we have met with DEP, Army Corp 
of Engineers, State Planning, Marine Department of Marine 
Resources, Maine Geological Survey, Congressman Brennan's 
representative, Senator William Cohen's representative, and 
have had untold number of "phone conversations with these 
various offices, and of course, the Rachel Carson Reserve 
manager has had some input. 
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On May 4, 1988 with the help of Alberta Wentworth and 
Ed Mackel together with the Selectmen, we journeyed to 
Governor McKernan's office. After patiently listening to our 
plea, the Governor told his people that provided that we met 
all requirements, it was his wish that our applications for 
DEP permits be given a fair review in a timely fashion. On 
October 28, 1988 we went back to the table with DEP and the 
Army Corp of Engineers to see what could be done to complete 
the requirements. At the close of that meeting, it was agreed 
that November 22, 1988 would be a good target date for a 
decision. Since November 22nd, Dean Marriot of the DEP has 
reassured us that he will abide by his committment. At this 
writing, tnere seems to be a disagreement between the State 
and tne Fecs as to what material is acceptable. 


The Harbor Advisory Committee stands committed to see 
this through. Our feeling is that you will have a park with 
adequate access to enjoy without outside restrictions, and a 
working harbor as well as recreationl boating, however modest. 


Finally, the Wells Harbor Marina Corporation is made up 
of three partners, Charles Shippee, Howard Hall and Rick 
Moody. They have signed an option agreement for three years 
which has since been amended to extend certain requirements 
for time allowance on permits. Their plans are extensive and 
well thought out. They are businessmen who realize the 
potential for a well run marina. 


Most important though, we feel they are sincere and 
accountable for their actions. Any attempt to undermine their 
struggle for success by outside interest behind the disguise 
of the environmental crusade is not in the best interest of 
this community. Wells Harbor Marina Corporation's bid was 
closely scrutinized by Town Counsel and the Board of 
Selectmen. 


The Harbor Advisory Committee will continue to meet as 
is necessary on Thursday evenings at the Harbor Meeting Office.

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WELLS NATIONAL ESTUARINE RESEARCH RESERVE 


The Wells Reserve at Laudholm Farm is a unit of the National 
Estuarine Research Reserve System established by act of Congress 
and administered by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. It is managed by the Town of Wells under the 
supervision of the Maine State Planning Office. Operating and 
development costs are shared by NOAA and the Laudholm Trust. 

A management plan for the Reserve will undergo revision early 
in 1989 under contract by the firm of Interdisciplinary 
Environmental Planners, Inc. of Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 


1988 marked the arrival of Jim and Henrietta List to Wells 
Reserve -— Jim to replace resigned Reserve Manager Steve Meyer 
and Henrietta to take the new post of Education Coordinator. 
They were joined later in the year by Beth Addison in the new 
position of Administrative Assistant. Kate Hanson, followed by 
Brian and Mary Doyle, were contracted for the summer months to 
Supervise the volunteer program of public tours on the Reserve. 
Curtis Cain continued as Maintenance Supervisor. 


Grants from NOAA and Laudholm Trust funded work begun in 
June by restorationists Dodge, Roy & Adams to renovate the 
historic Laudholm farmhouse and convert it into a Visitors 
Center and office facility for the Reserve. Local contractors 
Mark Welch, Richard Genest, and New England Security contri- 
buted labor and materials to the project. By year end 70% of 
the work had been completed. The building should be open to 
the public by summer, 1989. 


Town tlanager Jonathan Carter has signed a contract with 
architect Cynthia Howard to provide design and engineering 
services for restoration and conversion of the Laudholm Farm 
dairy building into an estuarine research laboratory. Construc-— 
tion will begin in spring of 1989 and the laboratory should be 
complete by September. The Reserve plans next to undertake 
major repairs and construction of a comfort station at the 
main barn. 


Interim Reserve facilities were located for another year 
at Laudholm Trust headquarters where the Yankee Woodlot Trail 
was re-routed to serve walk-in visitors. Tours of the Reserve 
were led by Reserve docents eight times weekly during the 
summer and on a reduced but regular schedule during the rest 
of the year. In all, 3,665 people attended tours of the Reserve 
in 1988 - almost twice as many as in 1987. A Maine Conserva- 
tion Corps crew constructed a 1,300 foot-long boardwalk providing 
handicapped access to an interpretive platform overlooking the 
mouth of the Little River. Crew members attended five hours of 
environmental education each week during the 8-week construction 
project. A self-guiding trail booklet and revised trail map 
under production will be available at the new Visitors Center 


= ae = 


in summer 1989. Next to come will be design of exhibits to be 
installed in the Visitors Center in 1990. 


Dr. Frederick Short, of the University of New Hampshire's 
Jackson Estuarine Laboratory, continued his research into the 
decline of eelgrass along the east coast and attempted an 
experimental reintroduction of the ecologically important 
plant in the Webhannet estuary where it has ceased to grow. 

He will shift his focus in 1989 to the Little River. Sean 
Murphy, of the University of Massachusetts, investigated the 
contribution of Wells’ "high marsh" to fisheries production 
in the Gulf of Maine. He will continue his work in 1989. 
Boston University's Dr. Duncan Fitzgerald completed the first 
phase of a hydro-dynamics study and submitted a report titled 
"Sediment Transport Patterns and Hydraulics at Wells Inlet, 
Maine". Dr. Fitzgerald is currently accumulating information 
On waves, currents, and sediment movement at the Little River. 


Reserve personnel developed a computerized bibliography 
of research information accumulated at the Reserve. Another 
computer database records observations by volunteers of signi- 
ficant wildlife and plants on the Reserve. 


Laudholm Trust put on a barn dance and bean supper June 18th 
to benefit Reserve operations. Over 200 people came to the 
event which included a hayride, field trips to the Little River, 
Maine story-telling, and contra dnacing. A Nature Crafts 
Festival held September 10th and 11th by the Trust at Laudholm 
Farm as a benefit for the Reserve drew 10,000 people. Displays 
at the event promoted programs of the Wells Reserve. Five 
hundred people were given walking tours of the Reserve while 
others were given horse-drawn excursions over the grounds. 
Congressman Joseph Brennan dedicated a new trail honoring the 
Knight family. 


The Reserve observed National Estuaries Day by sponsoring 
clean-ups of the Little River and Laudholm and Wells Beaches. 
Coastweek was observed during Family Day at Wells Reserve on 
Saturday, October lst featuring tours and children's activities. 
Presentations and field excursions were conducted by geologist 
Duncan Fitzgerald and Massachusetts ornithologist Bradford 
Blodget. 


A four-week bird identification course offered by volunteer 
June Ficker began in June and included several special field 
trips. Ms. Ficker's summer bird-banding program drew over 
200 participants. More than a thousand school children attended 
programs at the Reserve from March through June. Reservations 
were booked solid for a pilot program of field education for 
York County fourth-grade students in the fall. The program 
included pre-visit and post-visit materials for teachers to 
use in their classroom to supplement the information about 
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estuaries gained from their visit. In all, 341 children and 
51 adults attended the program which will resume in the spring 
of 1989. Participants from Wells High School attended a 
special high school science enrichment program at the Reserve 
during the fall. Reserve staff are working with teachers and 
administrators of the Wells school system to obtain funding 

to broaden student's opportunities to use the Reserve to its 
best advantage. 


We are proud of the many accomplishments at the Wells 
Reserve made possible by its many volunteer supporters. Come

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HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF WELLS & OGUNQUIT 


As many towns people are relatively new to our 
communities, it seems appropriate to note a brief history of 
the Society, as it appears in our membership brochure. 


The 300th Celebration of the Town of Wells in 1953 
brought to the townspeople a realization of the importance of 
their town in history. The common interest and enthusiasm of 
the time brought into focus the need for a Historical Society. 


On 15th of March 1954, a group was duly organized and a 
charter received for the Historical Society of Wells & 
Ogunquit, Inc. 


The purposes of the corporation were to collect, preserve, 
publish and display historical, genealogical and biographical 
materials and artifacts relating to the towns of Wells & 
Ogunquit; to establish and maintain a library, files and a 
museum; to hold meetings for educational purposes and to 
protect, identify and mark such historical places, buildings 
and monuments within the two towns. 


Waldo Chick was the first President; Roby P. Littlefield, 
Vice-President; Beatrice Spiller, Secretary; Donald Knox, 
Treasurer; and Mildred MacDonald, John P. Williams, Winfield 
C. Littlefield, S. Willis Gowen and Frank E. Perkins, 
Trustees. 


In 1967 the Congregational Church of Wells presented to 
the Society the Historic First Church for use as a Museum for 
the implementation of the Society's goals. 


The summer of 1980 saw the Museum opened for the first 
time for tours. Since then, the Museum and Library have 
experienced continued growth. The Library became open year- 
round in 1987. 


This past year (1988) saw the Society end a chapter of its 
history and turn a page to new beginnings. In March, the 
membership voted to change to a Board of Directors form of 
leadership. The interim Board worked diligently to make the 
required By-Law changes and at the annual meeting in September, 
fifteen Directors were elected as the governing board. This 
group is continuing the regular activities and also involved 
in long range planning, hoping to provide continued and 
improved historical resources for our communities. 
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The Museum's Library continues to be used extensively by 
researchers and genealogists. The donation and purchase of 
many reference books, as well as the acquisition of microfilm 
of the town's records, make our Library well known. Genealogical 
inquiries are received from all across the country as many have 
roots from our earliest settlers. Each inquiry is answered 
by the Society. 


The Society continued its involvement with the Wells 
Ogunquit Community Schools. Third graders toured the 
facilities in June; the 2nd annual Wells History Day in 
October was successful with the Society providing resources 
for various grade levels including a tour of the restored 
Division 9 School; and Junior High youngsters used our Library 
resources after a slide presentation in their classroom by 
the Education Committee. A Society representative also serves 
on the High School's Social Studies Committee in preparation 
for the upcoming accreditation process. 


WAVES & FURROWS, the Society's newsletter, was again 
published three times this year. It is hoped than an 
additional issue may be initiated in 1989. This publication 
has been well received by the membership as it not only 
updates them on current activities of the Society but also 
provides historical and genealogical research relative to 
our towns. 


The Cemetery Committee of the Society continues the long 
and tedious documentation of our extensive private cemeteries. 
Each year more are added to our list and maps. Special 
recognition go to Patricia Pope and Charle Seaman for the 
completion of the Locust Grove Cemetery on Shore Road in 
Ogunquit. 


The maintenance and preservation of our landmark, the 
Historic First Church, continues to take many volunteers hours. 
The professional painting of the exterior surely must have 
been witnessed by nearly all. Soon the reshingling and 
removal of the old asbestos will begin. The astronomical costs 
of these projects are well beyond the fundraising activities 
of the small group of active participants. Therefore, we are 
extremely grateful for the town's assistance with these 
preservation projects.

Note 1 = Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under the 
Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating a 
system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells. A certi- 
ficate of organization was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine 
Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by a full-time superin- 
tendent and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of 
the District. 


Note 2 = Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies used by the District conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles. Significant policies are described below: 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. Major additions and. 
improvements are capitalized while maintenance and repairs which 
do not materially improve or extend the life of the assets are 
expensed currently. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight-line method on all 
classes of property and equipment over their useful lives. 
Depreciation on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged 
against those contributions while the amount related to assets 
acquired with District funds fs charged to operations. 


Deferred start-up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs 
are being amortized on a straight-line basis over a ten year 
period. 


Deferred bond issue expense consists of legal fees relating to the 
bonds issued to the Farmers Home Administration in April, 1981. 
These costs are being amortized on a straight-line basis over the 
40-year term of the bonds. 


Contributed Capital - Funds provided by other governmental units, 
grants from the state and federal government, and customers 
restricted to the construction and improvement of the District's 
property and equipment are recorded in the contributed capital 
accounts. See Note 9.

The District charges a one time sewer impact fee to all new residential and 
commercial users based on a rate of $4.19 per gallon per day of design flow 
impact on the District's reserve capacity. In order for potential new users 

of the system to reserve the capacity of the sewer system for their addition, 
the District provides contracts to approved new users. Because the approved new 
users do not always construct and hook into the District's system, the contracts 
include options for payment of the impact fee as building permits are issued by 
the Town of Wells. The District recognizes the impact fee as a receivable and 
as a credit to contributed capital as balances under the contract terms become 
collectible. As of December 31, 1988, sewer impact fee charges recognized to 
date total $672,070 of which $51,194 is in accounts receivable, other. 
Unrecognized sewer impact fee charges total $434,769 as of December 31, 1988.

The remaining balance of accounts receivable, other as of December 31, 1988 
totalling $3,699 is comprised of special assessments due from customers.

Note 7 - Commitments and Contingencies 


In relation to the sewer impact fees referred to in Note 4, a judgment by the 
State of Maine Superior Court was rendered during 1988 in favor of a customer 
who had challenged the validity of the sewer impact fee on the basis of 
constitutional equal protection. The District is appealing the decision. The 
impact fee has been placed in an escrow account and has not been recognized in 
the financial statements of the District. A final ruling on the case may result 
in the full refund to the customer of the impact fee held in escrow.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The accounting policies of the Town of Wells, Maine, conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles; except for the omission of the General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts. The following is a summary of such significant 
policies: 


Principles Determining Scope of Reporting Entity 


The financial statements of the Town consist only of the funds and account 
groups of the Town. The Town has no oversight responsibility for any other 
governmental entity since no other entities are considered to be controlled by 
or dependent on the Town. Control or dependence is determined on the basis of 
budget adoption, taxing authority, funding, and appointment of the respective 
governing board. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, 
or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated to and accounted 
for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent 
and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into generic fund types 
and broad fund categories, as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Capital Project Funds - Capital Project Funds are used to account for 
the acquisition or construction of major capital facilities (other 
than those financed by proprietary funds). Principal sources of 
revenue are municipal long-term debt proceeds and interest income. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for 
revenues derived from specific taxes or other earmarked revenues. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for assets received by 
the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, custodian, or agent.

Long-Term Liabilities 


Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental: funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group, not in the 
governmental funds. 


This account group is not a "fund." It is concerned only with the 
measurement of financial position. It is not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 


Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition for 
governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by noncurrent 
liabilities. Since they do not affect net current assets, such long-term 
amounts are not recognized as governmental fund type expenditures or fund 
liabilities. They are instead reported as liabilities in the General Long-Term 
Debt Account Group. 


Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis 
of accounting related to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 


All governmental funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become measurable and 
available as net current assets. Property Taxes are recorded as revenue when 
levied even though a portion of the taxes may be collected in subsequent years. 
Miscellaneous Revenues are recorded when received in cash because they are 
generally not measurable until actually received. Intergovernmental Revenues, 
and Interest Income are accrued, when their receipt occurs soon enough after the 
end of the accounting period so as to be both measurable and available. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include principal and interest on general long-term debt which is 
recognized when due. 


All proprietary funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of 


accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they are earned, and their 
expenses are recognized when they are incurred.

Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the townspeople 
vote on various articles, on which amounts for appropriations have been 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget Board. 


Inventories 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time of 
purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Revenue Recognition = Property Taxes 


The Town's property tax for the current year was levied August 22, 1988, 
on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1988, for all real and personal 
property located in the Town. Taxes were due October 5, 1988. Interest on 
unpaid taxes commenced at October 5, 1988, at 11% per annum. 


Property tax revenues are recognized when they become available. Available 
includes those property tax receivables expected to be collected within sixty 
days after year end. 


Total Columns on Combined Statements - Overview 


Total: columns on the Combined Statements are captioned Memorandum Only to 
indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data 
in these columns do not present financial position, results of operations, or 
changes in financial position in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Neither is such data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund 
eliminations have not been made in the aggregation of this data.
